School Committee 
Considers Four 
Year Terms 

The Newton School Committee went 
on record Monday night at Its meet- 
ing in favor of electing members for 
four year term should city elec- 
tions in Newton be held biennially in- 
stead of annually. There has been 
discussion of making the change in 
city elections. At present school com- 
mittee members are elected for a 
term of 3 years. If city elections 
were held biennially it would be nec- 
essary to change from the 3 year term. 
To prevent the possibility of an entire 
new membership being elected at any 
on© year, the School Committee en- 
dorsed a 4 year term instead of a 2 
year term, should biennial elections 
be adopted. 

The committee approved the re- 
tirement of Agnes Early who has been 
teacher at the Hamilton School, 
Lower Falls. Miss Early will retire 
on November 8. To succeed her the 
committee elected Eleanor Dempsey 
of Melrose. Leaves of absence were 
granted to Catherine Robinson. Davis 
School from November 15 to January 
1 : to Helen Spelman. Day School from 
February 1 to June 30. Transfers and 
assignments approved included — 
Thomas Hughes. Angler School to 
Bigelow School ; Marguerite Gay from 
Oak Hill kindergarten to Angler 
School; Madeleine Powell, kindergar- 
ten director at Hyde School to build- 
ing assistant at that school; Mrs. Dor- 
othy Hunt from Emerson School kin- 
dergarten to Oak Hill kindergarten; 
Cleo Aucoin promoted from building 
assistant to teacher at Hyde School; 
Ruth Holley from Stearns School kin- 
dergarten to Hamilton kindergarten; 
Grace Strum from Hamilton School 
kindergarten to Hyde kindergarten: 
Rosamund Tenny from Rico School 
kindergarten to Burr kindergarten. 

It was announced at the meeting 
that the total enrollment in Newton 
public schools this year is 41 more 
than last year; the smallest increase 
in recent years. The enrollment this 
year totals 12,242 and last year the 
total was 12.201. In the kindergartens 
there are 59 fewer children than last 
year. This resulted in a decrease of

Candidates For 
Mayor Speak At 
Newton Centre 


Over 500 Attend Rally At 
Woman’s Club 


The four candidates for Mayor of 
Newton spoke at a large public rally 
held on Wednesday night at the New- 
ton Centre Women’s Club at 8 p. m. 
The rally was preceded at 6:30 by 
a dinner held by the Newton Centre 
Improvement Association and the 
Newton Centre Business Men’s Asso- 
ciation. Speaker Leverett Salton- 
stall of the Legislature presided at 
the rally and introduced the four 
speakers— Hon. Edwin O. Childs, 
Paul H. Drake. Sydney B. Holden and 
General Daniel Needham. 

After a brief reference to the com- 
ing Community Chest Campaign, Mr. 
Childs stated that lie was entering the 
mayoralty campaign in a spirit of 
friendliness and that he considered 
all of his opponents personal friends. 
He referred to his knowledge of the 
city and its people — his previous ex- 
perience for 16 years in the office and 
the greatest growth and progress of 
the city from 1918 to 1928 with the 
maintenance of an honest tax rate, a 
rate less than the average for thirty- 
nine cities of the state. During his 
terms as mayor lie was at city hall 
every week-day except nine. His re- 
election every year, he pointed out, 
proved that no great fault was found 
with his administration. 

At the end of 1929 he voluntarily 
retired and is now a candidate again 
at the request of a large number of 
citizens of all classes and creeds. He 
said that when he left the mayor’s of- 
fice there was a surplus of $554,356 
and in ratio of net debt to valuation, 
Newton ranked tenth among the cit- 
ies of the state — today she stands 
nineteenth. During the time of un- 
precedented growth the city debt did 
not keep pace, large expenditures be- 
ing absorbed which might have been 
bonded. Valuations and building in- 
creased by leaps and bounds, yet at the 
end of his term, he said, the gross 
debt was less than thirty years be-

Community Chest Drive 
Opens Nov. 4 At Armory 
With Dinner For Workers 


Campaign Committee Says 12,000 Pledges Necessary To 
Raise Amount Required 


The Campaign Committee of the 
Newton Community Chest. Inc.* re- 
ports that 12,000 pledges are neces- 
sary in this year’s campaign to bring 
the city up to the average of givers 
among like Chest cities in the Uni- 
ted States. In 1934. only one resident 
in eight in Newton gave to the Chest 
and the average of a group of Chest 
cities of a miscellaneous type showed 
one person in six giving. In a word. 
Newton’s number of pledgers in 1934 
was 25% below the average! 

The average pledge was sufficiently 
below average, as well, to indicate 
that an increase of 15% in the aver- 
age pledge will be necessary to bring 
Newton’s average up to that in a 
large group of Chest cities in 1934. 

Campaigns elsewhere in the coun- 
try so far in 1935. particularly this 
fall, show a very marked increase in 
giving over 1934. 

Mayor Sinclair Weeks has issued 
a strong proclamation to the citi- 
zens of Newton urging all to give 
generously, and he has also sent a 
personally signed letter to every city 
employee, each of whom is to be 
covered in the Municipal Division so- 
licitation. urging them to give gen- 
erously to the Chest. Mayor Weeks 
ha3 stated that the Federal funds 
“do not aid the work of the member- 
agencies of the Newton Community 
Chest in any degree.” Therefore, it 
is upon the generosity of our citi- 
zens that their work for all Newton 
people depends; in the year of the 
agencies just closing, one person 
in every three in Newton teas be*n 
directly touched by the services of 
these agencies and every person met 
on the street has been affected di- 
rectly by their work. 

Mass. Dinner Opens Drive 

Next Monday evening. Nov. 4. there 
is to be a mass dinner for all the 
workers in the 1935 Campaign of the 


Newton Community Chest, Inc., at 
the West Newton Armory. 

Mayor Weeks will speak, L. A. 
Bruce. Jr., Executive Director of the 
Chest, will briefly go over the mechan- 
ics of the Campaign, and Mr. May- 
nard Hutchinson. Campaign Director, 
will fire the starting gun. 

The brief talks, totalling 15 min- 
utes. will he followed by an inspiring 
“Pageant of the Agencies,” written 
and directed by the Opening Dinner 
Committee, of which Mr. William V. 
M. Fawcett is the Chairman. His 
Committee is composed of Mrs. Paul 
Goddard. Mrs. William V. M. Fawcett. 
Messrs. Louis HafTermehl. C. Hassler 
Capron. William Doherty. Kendrick 
Kearns and L. D. G. Bentley. Tables 
will be reserved for villages and divi- 
sions. 

Thirty-four public-spirited citizens 
of the city have each given the sum 
of fifty dollars to make this dinner 
possible and that sum is given over 
and above their respective pledges to 
the Campaign and in many cases those 
pledges have been increased over 
1934! 

Experience in successful Chest cities 
has shown clearly that such a plan 
of having an opening dinner is excel- 
lent and leads to far better results. 
It is always an investment that brings 
better returns in the Campaign, which 
means far more money for caring for 
the sick and aged, helping individual 
and family welfare and relief, for 
leisure- time, character - building pro- 
grams handled by agencies in that 
field.

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BE A GOOD NEIGHBOR 

The 1935 campaign of the Newton Community Chest gets 
under way next Tuesday with a goal of $186, 34 1 . 20 This is 
the fourth annual campaign since fourteen local agencies joined 
together early in 1932 under this plan of raising the funds 
necessary to carry on their invaluable work. Although manj 
persons know of the work of these agencies it is important io 
point out that they are of two different types. There are the 
agencies which deal with the welfare of unfortunate and 
needy persons and there are the agencies which deal with up- 
building of character. It is also important to remember that the 
welfare work performed by the first type of agencies is wel- 
fare work which cannot be performed by public funds, 
administered under either city, state or federal super- 
vision. It is fully as important to remember that the character 
building agencies are essential to the future of the city. W ith- 
out them the moral character and social environment of the 
coming generations would fall prey to pervertive influences 
leading to social decadence. In short this is the basic reason 
for the existence of our Community Chest. 

Results of the three previous campaigns, with a smaller sum 
sought each year, have failed to come up to expectations. The 
results cast no reflection upon the willingness of the volun- 
teer solicitors to serve nor upon direction of the campaign. 
We are inclined to the belief that, relying upon a short, in- 
tensive preparation prior to the actual campaign and then 
allowing interest to wane until another year rolled around 
was responsible for this situation. Since last Spring Com- 
munity Chest officials have been preparing for next week's 
effort and it is planned to maintain interest in the Community 
Chest upon a permanent, year-round basis in the future. These 
new methods should accomplish a great deal in broadening 
the base of the Community Chest. 

It is surprising to learn that one third of the population of 
Newton is served directly or indirectly through the fourteen 
Chest agencies. It is somewhat disappointing to learn that 
only fifteen per cent of Newton residents contribute to the 
support of the Chest, and that the per capita contribution in 
Newton is but $2.36 as against an average of $2.80 in cities 
similar to Newton. These are facts which show that Newton 
is below the standard which it should be in matters affecting 
the Chest. It shows that even those who have shown an interest 
are not as deeply conscious as they might well be. 

Over a thousand Newton citizens have volunteered or ac- 
cepted the appeal to be a good neighbor and endeavor to im- 
press upon all-other citizens the need for each to participate 
in this civic duty. While we fully realize that many persons 
living in Newton are asked to contribute to campaigns and 
causes outside of Newton there can be no question but the 
Newton Community Chest should be their first consideration. 
We urge all good citizens to be not only good neighbors but 
the best neighbors possible. 



MASSACHUSETTS— THE ORPHAN 

Statistics from a survey of the financial situation in the sev- 
eral states of the union show that Massachusetts is one of the 
few states where the state debt has risen since 1929. In that 
year Massachusetts was outstanding in the nation from a 
financial standpoint with a net debt of but little more than 
eleven millions of dollars. In the past six years this figure has 
more than doubled with an increase of more than fifteen mil- 
lions in the four years ending with 1934. Another consider- 
able increase will result from the vast sums expended by the 
state during 1935. It is unthinkable that this situation should 
continue, as it is inevitable that we will face the breaking point. 
The increase is directly traceable to the bond issues author- 
ized during the administration of Governor Ely coupled with 
the small proportion of national funds allotted this common- 
wealth in comparison with those turned over to other states. 
The federal allotments to other states undoubtedly has helped 
them to add to their state debt. Representative Henry Cabot 
Lodge pictures it quite truthfully when he says that “Massa- 
chusetts is the orphan of Washington.” 


WILL THE BUDGET BE BALANCED? 

A few days ago the announcement was made in the press 
that the national administration would endeavor t<> balance 
the national budget! by 1937. As a step toward this end it was 
intimated that for next year some two billions of dollars less 
would be expended for relief than was allotted this year. 
Ihis will mean that a greater burden will fall upon cities and 
towns unless by some manner of means industry can succeed 
in taking up the slack by re-employing thousands of those now 
upon the relief rolls. With the enormous sums of money that 
have been spent in the past few years it is not only essential 
that the budget be balanced but that expenditures other than 
for relief work will have to be drastically curtailed. 


Another step towards the solution 
of the problem of similarity in street 
names in Newton is expected to he 
taken shortly. At a coming meeting 
of the Bonn! of Aldermen the Plan- 
ning Board will recommend the pas- 
sage of an amendment to the zon- 
ing ordinances on this subject. The 
amendment seeks to avert the pos- 
sibility of further duplication of 
names of srteets now in use with re- 
spect to future real estate devel- 
opments which should meet with gen- 
eral npproval. The amendment, 
however, will have no effect on exist- 
ing duplications. There are a con- 
siderable number of instances where 
the duplication of street names has 
led to much confusion and difficulty 
in the prompt delivering of mail and 
merchandise. The Planning Board 
for some time has considered this 
question but has failed to find any 
satisfactory way to eliminate these 
difficulties. The only possible way 
the duplications can be eradicated 
is tor residents of the streets involved 
to take the initiative in arousing sen- 
timent to change the street name to 
one which will be acceptable. Unless 
there is more or less general agree- 
ment as to the new name to be adopt- 
ed there is little likelihood of any 
great accomplishment in this direc- 
tion. 

The tunnel under the tracks near 
the Eliot station in the Highlands 
section of the city is the object of 
complaint of many patrons of the 
railroad. With the shortening of the 
days and the earlier fall of darkness 
dangerous conditions are present 
when the lights in the tunnel are not 
turned on until about six o’clock. 
Complaints have been made to the 
police, the street department, and 
the city solicitor and it is reported 
that persons passing through the tun- 
nel in total darkness have frequent- 
ly collided, being unable to discern 
anyone approaching from the oppo- 
site direction. Aldermen John Tem- 
perley has further called attention to 
the possibility of damage suits be- 
ing entered against the city in the 
event of accidents occurring there. 
The situation has been referred to 
the street department and it is prob- 
able that the simple expedient of 
turning on the lights at an earlier 
hour will remedy the difficulty. 

Last Friday afternoon officials of 
Newton and Waltham perambulated 
the boundary lines between the two 
cities as is customary each year. The 
Newton delegation consisted of the 
special committee of three aldermen 
appointed for the purpose, Aldermen 
John Temperley, George E. Rawson, 
and John E. Barwise and City Engi- 
neer Ernest H. Harvey. The Wal 
tham group included Councillors 
Broe. Woolrath, and Turner, Assist- 
ant City Clerk Greene and Assistant 
City Engineer Harrington. All of 
the boundary markers were found 
to he properly located. The peram- 
bulators were impressed by the de- 
plorable conditions existing in the 
Charles River by the extremely low 
level of the water. In past years 
when “walking the boundaries" the 
officials have been compelled to make 
long detours around the various 
coves or else view the bounds from 
across the water. In last week’s trip 
the low water level permitted the 
group to take short cuts, particular- 
ly across the coves and inlets between 
Waltham and Auburndale, without 
danger of wetting their feet. 

Although the “Indian summer” wea- 
ther which prevailed throughout most 
of October makes it difficult to believe 
that winter weather is approaching 
the calendar indicates that there are 
only sixtv-one more days in the year. 

It will not he long before lovers of 
outdoor sports will be hauiiiig out 
their ice skates in preparation for 
enjoyable days and evenings on Bul- 
lough’s Pond. While facilities for 
the convenience of skaters at this 
popular spot are immeasurably better 
than they once were there is still 
room for considerable improvement. 
The Newtonville Improvement Society 
has discussed this matter in times 
past and the ultimate aim is to find 
some means of erecting a suitable 
building to replace the present wood- 
en structure now in use during the 
skating season.

The School Committee and city gov- 
ernment are at present considering 
a subject of vital importance to all 
citizens. What should lie done for 
the accommodation of high school 
children is a question which should 
Interest every parent. Last year the 
present high school building was 
found to very inadequately meet the 
needs of more than 400 scholars who 
assembled within its walls. One of 
the plnns proposed to remedy the 
difficulty is to make another addition 
to the building now occupied hy the 
high school on Walnut st. Another 
plan Is that of one of the members 
of the school committee who proposes 
that the present high school site and 
building he abandoned for high school 
purposes, that they be turned over to 
the Cla fl in School, which has out- 
grown the limit of its own building, 
and that tlie city construct a new- 
high school building upon land which 
it now- owns near the City Farm at 
Waban. upon the line of the new- eir 
cuit railroad. The present high 
school building was erected in 1859. 
and as long ago as 1868 it was found 
necessary to build an addition to it 
and in 1S75 another addition had to 
be built. Tlie result is— that it has 
now no architectural beauty, and is 
not fitted for the purpose to which 
it is devoted.

The action of the Board of Aider- 
men at its last meeting in reject- 
ing the order to have the city im- 
prove and accept Rumford ave. t West 
Newton, at a cost of nearly $11,000 
to all the taxpayers of this city was 
the sensible thing to do. Had the 
Aldermen voted to improve this nar- 
row road which runs from Lexing- 
ton street across a swamp to the 
Waltham line without the customary 
assessments on owners of abutting 
properties, there would have been 
many and vigorous protests from own- 
ers of properties on the many un- 
accepted streets in Newton which 
are in very poor condition, and also 
from persons who in pnst years were 
assessed for the improvement and 
acceptance of their streets. Particu- 
larly when there is not one residence 
on Rumford ave. 


Not so many months ago the state- 
ment was made in newspapeis that 
pulmonary tuberculosis in this coun- 
try was decreasing so rapidly that 
sanitariums built for victims of this 
disease would have to he used for 
other purposes. That this statement 
was not in accordance with the truth 
is ploved in our own vicinity by the 
fact that the Middlesex County Hos- 
pital at Waltham is overcrowded and 
there is a long waiting list of T. B. 
sufferers who want to he admitted 
there and for whom there is no 


better fed the pnst few years than 
they were before. This may he true 
in regard to some recipients of wel- 
fare relief, but not of the great ma- 
jority. It is a safe bet that tlie well 
paid officials, or the prosperous pol- 
iticians making such a claim, are 
not subsisting on the diet which Is 
the lot of those depending on food 
orders or the decreased allowance 
from the ERA. 


The coming election in Newton 
will determine whether or not per- 
sonal popularity or a strong politi- 
cal machine will dominate this city. 
For some years a political clique 
named the Mayors of Newton, and 
the old Newton Club was a dominant 
influence. Twenty-two years ago Ed- 
win O. Childs ended the rule of this 
clique when he was elected Mayor. 
The members of the old Newton Club 
and the other gentlemen of Newton 
who selected our Mayors a genera- 
tion ago. did not have a political ma- 
chine. They comprised a large group 
of influential citizens, most of whom 
had no political ambitions, and they 
were genuinely interested in the wel- 
fare of this city. Nevertheless, many 
citizens of Newton at that time re- 
sented domination by a comparative 
few. 

Edwin O. Childs was elected on 
his personal popularity. He was fre- 
quently alluded to, during the many 
years he was Mayor, as a practical 
and expert politician. We used to 
think there was some truth to this 
contention. But, we realized that it 
was and is not so. Mr. Childs never 
had a real political machine. He 
never built up fences by creating mu- 
nicipal positions, and he did not even, 
to a reasonable degree, reward some

We have listened to 
and read assertions of public officials 
nd relief workers to the effect that 
recipients of public welfare have been

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Watch Your Stepping 

It may he one of life’s trivialities 
but the recent public address of 
prominent shoe manufacturer on the 
high art of pedestrianism leaves me 
puzzled as to whether I make my pe 
detentous way by the “snow-shoe.' 
“hitch-hike,” “turkey-walk” or “flat 
arch” gait. As they are declared to 
he incorrect, although used by many 
walkers, it would seem desirable that 
they be avoided. Many will see no 
reason for giving it a thought. "What 
difference does it make as long as we 
get there?” is a fair question. Never- 
theless, it is important that the 
proper muscles be used in making 
one’s way; important, at least to ex- 
perts. who, of course, have no other 
thought than to help us. 

A brief analysis of my own defects 
as a pedestrian convinces me that if 
I have acquired a “snow-shoe” gait 
it was unintentional as well as a sur- 
prise as my experience with snow- 
shoes lias been extremely limited.

CRUCIAL LEAGUE TILT 
FINDS NEWTON STRONG 

The embattled Rindge Tech foot- 
ball warriors, champions of their own 
city of Cambridge by virtue of a 6-0 
defeat of Cambridge Latin, will at- 
tempt to stop the fast improving New- 
ton machine at Russell Field in Cam- 
bridge tomorrow afternoon. Neither 
team has a past record to boast 
about, but this is the crucial contest 
which determines the Suburban Leugue 
championship for one or the other, 
since Brookline and Cambridge Lat- 
in, the other parties in the cozy con- 
ference, have already each dropped 
one game. 

The Rindge-Newton game has been 
tlie decisive battle of the suburban 
loop for the last two years.

However, Coach Sanborn lias been 
fortunate enough to regain Boh Prow- 
ten. 185-lb. utility end and tackle, 
who was incapacitated several games 
back, and this boy will play one end 
and George Duane the other. Bob 
Whelden and Howie Milner, two of 
the biggest tackles Newton has ever 
had. are ready to go, as are the vet- 
eran center and guard combination 
of Jim Packard, Carl Davis and Ger- 
ry DeNapoli. 

Ernie MacLeod and Ernie Savig- 
nano. quarterbacks, have recovered 
well from leg bruises, and it is pos- 
sible that Captain Savvy will take 
the field against Rindge Tech, al 
though it is doubtful that he will 
start the game. If MacLeod is not 
in top form, signals will he called by 
Burt Woodward, tlie quarterback who 
did some fine ball-carrying last week 
against Quincy. If Jack Reardon 
starts, his halfbacks will be Al Thomp- 
son and Red Callnnan. Otherwise, 
Jack Herrick will be at halfback and 
Thompson will he in Reardon’s place 

Allan “Ox” Wilson lias pretty well 
recovered from in- ailing knee, and 
may play against Rindge. It will de- 
pend on the trend of the game. New 
ton's pony hacks, who looked so good 
against Quincy, will have their share 
of playing. Paul Forte is about the 
most elusive ball-carrier Newton has 
had since Tom Gilligan, nnd he is 
much faster than the former Harvard 
halfback. Seth Ficliet and Bill John- 
ston, two other junior hacks, will see 
considerable service if Newton builds 
up a lead.

BEATING QUINCY 15-0 

The Newton High football team bal- 
anced the 19.35 ledger last Saturday 
with a one-sided victory over Quincy 
High. Although tlie final score was 
15-0. Newton was easily three touch- 
downs better than tin- south shore 
club, which has yet to defeat a high 
school eleven. Newton played without 
Captain Savignano. veteran quarter- 
back and triple-threat man. and Allan 
Ox” Wilson, man-mountafn tackle 
both of whom sat out the game on 
account of injuries. 

John Reardon. Newton fullback, 
scored both touchdowns on line bucks, 
one of which came on the ninth ploy 
of the game and the other less than a 
minute before the close of the first 
half. Between these two scores. San- 
born’s team was frustrated at the 
Quincy goal, but got consolation from 
tlie safety scored when Marchant 
stepped out of the end zone in at- 
tempting to kick from behind the 
Quincy goal line. 

Newton Long on Breaks 

The team that Sanborn sent out 
last Saturday with bruising defeats 
by Everett and Brockton behind them 
and the Suburban League title still 
open to them still showed no great 
amount of finish, hut had something 
really great in the line of opportun- 
ism. Ernie MacLeod, calling signals 
in place of Captain Savignano. chose 
plays so well that Newton held the 
upper hand right through the first 
half, and was able to coast through 
the game on the fifteen points chalked 
up while Quincy was on the run.

For Newton 


All Newton residents who like to 
sing are Invited by the State Depart- 
ment of Education to Join a commu- 
nity group singing, such as New Flng- 
land was famous for In the past.

fore and the net debt only a third 
more. If elected Mr. Childs stated 
that ho would strive ns formerly to 
ho mayor of nil the people all of the 
time. In closing he urged citizens to 
register nnd to vote, saying that the 
dangerous vote Is the vote that isn’t 
east and the grentest foe to Democra- 
cv is the non-voter. 

Alderman Holden referred to the 
borrowing of $150,000 against tax ti- 
tles this year as representing ninety 
cents on the tax rnte enabling a low- 
er figure In 1935. Regardless of who 
is elected mayor this amount will have 
to be tnken care of and absorbed next 
year so that it is going to«be prac- 
tically impossible, with the depleted 
excess and deficiency nccount. to low- 
er next yenr’s rate. The only way of 
doing it. he stated, is by keeping ever- 
lastingly on the job, by personal in- 
vestigation of all expenditures, and 
by spending more than two or three 
hours n day at city hall. He gnve the 
illustration of saving money by re- 
ferring to the refusal of the Board of 
Aldermen to improve Rumford nve. 
at the expense of all of the taxpay- 
ers of the city. He discussed the 
welfare problem and expressed his be- 
lief that relief for the less fortunate 
should he continued and expressed his 
firm conviction against the expendi- 
ture of public money for those who 
do not deserve it. He felt that it is 
logical, with more families on the 
welfare rolls and more money being 
expended in this direction than at the 
height of the depression, that more 
investigators should be employed. He 
favored a street nnd sidewalk build- 
ing program, no reduction in em- 
ployees' wages, employment of New- 
ton men and women, and steady em- 
ployment for laborers. In concluding, 
Mr! Holden stated that his experi- 
ence us an Alderman in the past six 
years gave him the necessary insight 
into the task of mayor that none of 
the other candidates had without In- 
tensive study. a . 

General Needham stated that al- 
though this wns the first public ral- 
ly of the campaign that it was his 
64th meeting with the voters as con- 
siderable organizing has been done 
for some time. He urged support of 
the coming Community Chest as most 
important at this time and stated 
that active political work in his cam- 
paign would be postponed until after 
the conclusion of the drive. He ex- 
pressed the thought that it was go- 
ing to he difficult to find issues to 
talk about in the mayoralty camfmign 
and that he felt that many persons 
were interested in learning as to why 
he is a candidate. Having selected 
Newton twelve years ago as the city 
in which he Intends to live for the 
rest of his life he came here because 
of its good government, its schools, 
and its people. He referred to the 
point that he has had no previous ex- 
perience In municipal government by 
stating that, as a matter of record, 
the mavors of Newton as a rule came 
from outside the city government, as 
his principal opponent did. In 1933 
he was Bwept into the position of 
Public Safety Commissioner where ft 
serious problem had to b© faced. This 
problem he believes was less of n 
problem than that which confronts 
the next Mayor of Newton. 

He went on to tell of the condi- 
tions existing in the department and 
of the duties involved in the han- 
dling of the budget of $1,300,000. 
about one-quarter that of Newton. 
Tho task required full time includ- 
ing much night work, it required the 
handling of men in police and fire 
work, it required the exercise of ex- 
ecutive functions in selecting men 
and reading character as well as the 
ability to make important decisions. 
These qualifications of training, edu- 
cation. and inclination are his rea- 
sons for seeking the office of mayor. 
He expressed his intention to mnintain 
and advance the high standards In 
the Newton schools, and other city 
departments. As nothing stands still it 
must either grow better or worse thus 
it is his desire to do all in his power 
to carry on tho city government with

State Official 

Speaks On Crime 

"A parent who gives an automobile 
to his 18-year-old hoii is putting into 
his hands the most dangerous of 
wenpons — one far worse than a gun 
and under which at least 14 violations 
of the laws are common.” said Ed- 
ward C. It. Bagley, for 20 years con- 
nected with the State Department of 
Correction, in a talk to the Rotary 
Club Monday noon. In making this 
statement, Mr. Bagley was analyzing 
some of the reasons why the average 
age of criminals in institutions has 
dropped from 32 to less than 22 years 
in the past decade or so; and why he 
found on a recent visit to Sing Sing 
that 17 out of the 25 men In the Death 
House were under 21 years old. 

•The causes of crime lie for the 
most part outside of the individual 
in the beginning and, in general, the 
community is far. far more responsible 
than any criminal for his initiation 
into wrong-doing. It is true that 45 
per cent of the prison population In 
the country can lie classed as “defec-

single residence zones. Jewish res- 
idents of Newton, mostly living in 
Wards 6 and 5 recently organized a

The meeting on Monday night was 
called to order at 8 o’clock by Pres- 
ident Gordon of the Aldermen.

City Solicitor Bartlett was called 
upon by Gordon to substantiate the 
statement that the zoning changes 
will not affect the erection of houses 
of worship. Bartlett said that the 
planned change in the ordinance gives 
anyone absolute right to build a 
church in any single residence zone. 
He commented, however, that it is 
within the power of the aldermen to 
include any restrictions they may see 
fit in the zoning amendments. 

Alderman Cronin said — “This is a 
very important matter. It affects peo- 
ple in all parts of the city. We want 
to know whose brain conceived this 
ordinance, who wrote it, what is its 
purpose?" City Solicitor Bartlett an- 
swered that he had written the or- 
dinance changes at the direction of

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REALIZATION MEANS RESPONSE 

Although we have commented frequently in the past few 
weeks upon the Community Chest and the responsibility of 
Newton citizens in supporting it, we cannot refrain from one 
additional point which was in evidence at the pageant produced 
at the Armory early this week. It is a well-known scientific 
fact that the eye absorbs more from pictures than from the 
printed word. The tableaux, accompanied by the voice of the 
Community Chest relating the stories depicted by the various 
scenes impressed the hundreds of volunteer Chest workers 
gathered there very deeply. Realization of the hours of work 
which were required of the pageant committee in writing the 
script and in arranging the scenes which would bring out the 
desired point grew as the story unfolded. There is little ques- 
tion that the pageant brought home to the Chest solicitors 
the undeniable need for putting the campaign over the top. 
Only by word of mouth can they convey this need to those 
citizens who do not appreciate the individual responsibility 
each one of us has. How readily these same individuals would 
respond could they VISUALIZE the conditions which exist and 
which the fourteen member agencies of the Chest are striving 
so valiantly to relieve. 


ANOTHER STEP FORWARD 

After the 1932 election there were many remarks as to the 
demise of the Republican party. One remark was made that 
the Republican party was dead and did not know it. Following 
the state election in 1934 the thought was further amplified 
to state that “now the Republican party is dead, and knows it.” 
But the Republican party is not dead, as proven by the suc- 
cession of events in the past few months. Last Tuesday’s elec- 
tion in Massachusetts proved rather conclusively that the 
voters in all parts of the Commonwealth are realizing the 
mistakes that were made last fall and that they are trying to 
undo these errors as soon as possible. The same thing can be 
true in regard to national politics. The voters made mistakes 
in 1932 which are now regretted and the elections in Rhode 
Island some weeks ago, and the elections in Pennsylvania, 
New York and other states this week show the trend in this 
direction. There is a place for a reasonable degree of optimism 
in the Republican party in Massachusetts. This optimism can be 
replaced by certainty only through harmony and the selection 
of candidates who have the confidence of the public and the 
ability to administer the affairs of state and nation. The elec- 
tions this week mark another step in the forward march of the 
return to proper government of, by, and for the people. 
There are other steps coming. 


ARMISTICE DAY 

Next Monday is the seventeenth observance of the signing 
of the Armistice after the World War. As we view world con- 
ditions today we often wonder if we are any nearer the goal 
now than we were seventeen years ago. Here in America 
the sentiment is unanimous that we should endeavor to keep 
out of any conflict that does not directly concern us. It will 
doubtless be a long, long time, and we trust never, before we 
shall send the youth of our land to other lands to wage battle 
on foreign fields of war. And it is unlikely that American 
youth will be called upon to defend the country from the in- 
vasion of some as yet unknown foe. But it is only by giving 
thought to international peace and by taking every step pos- 
sible to promote international peace that we can accomplish 
this end. Next Monday as we pause to honor those who have 
given their all for the red, white, and blue, let us also seek 
for enlightenment that we may never again be forced to ask 
our youth to make this supreme sacrifice. 


THE NEWSPAPERS AND CRIME 

At the meeting of the Newton Rotary Club this week Deputy 
Commissioner of Correction Edward C. R. Bagley gave a most 
interesting talk upon youth and crime. One of the points which 
he stressed was the part that many daily newspapers play in 
the increase of crime. He cited the development in the practice 
of looping-the-loop in Charlestown by youths possessed with 
the desire to accomplish a daring and yet reckless and danger- 
ous feat in a racing automobile which they had first stolen. 
This practice, he said, became more common largely because 
the newspapers made much of the stories of those who per- 
formed the feat despite the attempts of police authorities to 
circumvent them. The tendency in youth to emulate the example 
of others is commonly recognized by those who are concerned 
with the suppression of crime. Thus when we realize that sev- 
enteen billions of dollars is what crime costs each year in this 
nation let us also stop and think what part yellow journalism 
may play.

Automobile traffic through Nonnn- 
tum square to Watertown is consid- 
erably inconvenienced by the repnir 
work that is being done to the Bos- 
ton elevated tracks. Traffic coming 
from Watertown to Newton is being 
detoured around the square through 
Boyd. Emerson, Pearl and Peabody 
sts. Meanwhile merchants on the 
north side of the Newton Corner sec- 
tion are striving to find some means 
by which they can overcome the exist- 
ing handicaps ond serve their patrons 
satisfactorily. The repairing and re- 
ballasting of the tracks on Galen st. 
will extend for a considerable dis- 
tance towards Watertown and it is 
probable that the portion of the work 
in the immediate vicinity of the 
square will be completed in a com- 
paratively short time. For many 
years it has been suggested that 
through traffic should bo taken out 
of the square by constructing a by- 
pass from Washington st. to Galen 
st. north of the business section. The 
present conditions provide the oppor- 
tunity for a study of the effects upon 
traffic congestion in the square and 
the effects upon business of tho sec- 
tion if such a by-pass were provided. 

Parking spaces in the vicinity of 
the high school and at the West New- 
ton Armory were at a premium on 
Monday night when the Community 
Chest campaign got under way with 
the dinner and pageant for those work- 
ing in behalf of the Chest. Hundreds 
of automobiles parked about six 
o’clock at the high school. On Wal- 
nut st. the line of parked cars extend- 
ed from Otis st. well beyond Dexter 
rd. All parking spaces on Elm rd. 
and Kimball ter. as well as those 
in the rear of the old Technical High 
School building were filled. On Lowell 
ave. the lino of cars began at Otis 
st. and continued almost to Hull st. 
while on many of the side streets off 
Walnut and Lowell ave. a large num- 
ber of motorists found parking space. 
At the Armory the cars filled a long 
stretch on both sides of Washington 
st. with the early comers parked in 
close proximity to tho building. It 
took considerable time for the caval- 
cade of automobiles to proceed from 
the high school to West Newton but 
an eye-witness could not help hut be 
inspired by the sight and the reali- 
zation that here were hundreds of 
citizens doing their share in being 
good neighbors.

Starting Monday of this week Wa- 
tertown street was closed to traffic 
from tho Watertown line to Dalhy 
st.. Nonantum, because of work on 
resurfacing the street. This means 
that tho thousands of motor vohlcles 
using Watertown st. daily have to de- 
tour via Washburn, Green and Chapel 
sts., all narrow roads. Many of the 
vehicles started to travel over Galen 
st. from Watertown to Newton Cor- 
ner, intending to use Washington/ 
st. to Newtonville and West New- 
ton. But. they encountered another 
detour. The Boston Elevated started 
several days ago to lay new tracks 
at Centro st., Newton Corner, nnd this 
caused another detour which uses 
Morse, Boyd, Emerson and other side 
streets, some of which aro quite nar- 
row. It would lie good planning not 
to have two such detours at once on 
principal traffic routes. 

Tons upon tons of junked automo- 
bile motors and other parts have 
been trucked over the streets of New- 
ton this week en route to Everett and 
Chelsea from whence the metal will 
he shipped overseas to ho converted 
into warships and munitions of war. 
Tlie iron, steel and other metals 
taken from junked motor vehicles had 
been collecting for months in ynrds 
at Nonantum and the rising prices 
for this material afforded local deal- 
ers the opportunity to clear their 
premises of largo stocks before the 
winter comes. 


As an illustration of how persons 
aro misquoted, including candidates 
for political offices, is the report 
which was circulated about the city 
accusing Sydney Holden of having 
said at the rally recently held in the 
Newton Centre Women’s Club — that 
he would reduce the salaries of city 
employees including police, firemen 
and school teachers, if ho were elect- 
ed Mayor. As a matter of fact, Mr. 
Holden stated just the opposite, that 
he would not reduce the salaries or 
wages of city employees. 


The anti-noiso campaign which is 
now quite popular throughout this 
country, and which has resulted from 
anti-noise regulations passed in New 
York and other large cities, can well 
be sponsored in Newton as elsewhere. 
Among the noise nuisances which dis- 
turb persons in Newton at night are — 
the blowing of automobile horns, rum- 
bling of heavy trucks and noisy mo- 
tor exhausts on such vehicles, milk- 
men shifting cases of bottles close 
to residences, dogs harking near mid- 
night and after. 

The use of automobile horns by 
sapheads and inconsiderate autoists 
during late night and early morning 
hours is a common nuisance. Such 
pests sound horns as they speed by 
street intersections even at 2 a. m. 
especially if they approach an intersec- 
tion at which there is a caution sign. 


They will blow horns in front of a 
house to notify someone inside thnt 
tlie conch awaits; the operator of tho 
horn being too lazy to nlight and 
ring the bell of t ii« * house. Residents 
on Watertown st. and many other 
streets in the city can testify as to 
the nuisnnee of lingo trucks which 
rumble by nights. Drivers of milk 
wagons make a practice of shifting 
clanking glass bottles close by houses 
in thickly settled neighborhoods, when 
by driving a hundred years or so, 
they would not he near any dwelling. 
A small percentngo of dog owners 
allow their pets to go out for an "air- 
ing” late at night, and then keep 
the dog waiting at the door for 15 
or 30 minutes with tlie canine hark- 
ing loudly ns he seeks admittance. 

Loud sounding radios lato at night 
wero a common nuisnnee several years 
ago. but, due to restrictive ordinances 
are seldom lienrd now. 


Old residents of Newton view with 
regret the removal of the Soule fam- 
ily from tlie estate bounded by Wash- 
ington and Jewett sts. and Walnut 
park. Tlie homestead there was 
erected about SO years ago by the late 
Captain Enos E. Soule, an old-time 
deep-sea captain and a native of Free- 
port, Maine. This estate was always 
attractively kept, and although com- 
paratively small in area, a gardener 
was constantly employed caring for 
the lawn, shrubs, flowers and vege- 
table garden there. Together with tlie 
estate of tlie late Misses Speare, it 
formed an oasis contiguous to Wash- 
ington st., deteriorated by intrusion of 
modern traffic and changed eondi 
tions. The estate was occupied until 
recently by the late Hermann C. Soule, 
and his sisters — the Misses Clara G., 
Bessie M., and Leonora N. Soule. Sev- 
eral weeks ago the Misses Soule 
moved to their new residence at Far- 
low rd., Newton. Their old home is 
now for sale, and its flowering shrubs 
and plants, and the familiar garden 
wifi not in years to come provide a 
welcome sight for passers-by.

NEWTON ELEVEN IS 

WE AK O N SWEEPS 

Newton High had several things to 
cheer about after their one-sided vie 
tory in Cambridge last Saturday, but 
i he defense against off-tackle plays 
and end sweeps was deplorably lack- 
ing. Rindge used end sweeps and re- 
verst a off tackle so successfully* that 
12 attempts went for a total of 1G0 
yards, an average of about 13.3 yards 
at a try. Through the line between 
the Newton tackles. Rindge backs 
made a net gain of nine yards in nine 
attempts during the second and third 
quarters. 

Excepting for four passes, com- 
pleted for a total of 63 yards and one 
touchdown, Newton gained largely be- 
tween the ends, making 104 yards in 
18 attempts up to the time of Hie 
second touchdown, an average of 
yards per play. Savignano’s very fine 
tackle cut hacks were the most dam- 
aging gains by Newton through the 
line, and Paul Forte’s 13-yard gallop 
was the only very successful end run 

Newton’s pass defense proved 
stronger than usual, holding Rindge to 
two completions in seven attempts 
for a total of 53 yards and a touch- 
down. With all due justice to the 
losers, Savignano’s failure to block 
down the Rindge scoring pass was due 
to a momentary lapse on his part, and 
not to any flaw in the Sanborn pass 
defense. 

On the offense. Newton coasted 
through Saturday with no attempt at 
deception, putting on a much less 
spectacular attack than Rindge. Sav- 
ignano’s good right arm placed four 
out of seven forward passes in the 
hands of Newton receivers, which 
makes the outlook for coming games 
very interesting, to say the least. But 
aside from the single well-executed 
pass play, Newton got what it did by 
straight pre-war football, bucking the 
Rindge line steadily backward to tlioir 
own goal line. 

With the exception of the weakness 
against end sweeps which was brought 
to light by the powerful Rindge run 
ning attack. Newton looked better 
than at any time this year.

tlve delinquents," but society ought to 
find better means of handling them 
than to incarcerate them after they 
have run into trouble. The chief fac- 
tors. Mr. Bagiev mentioned, as def- 
initely responsible in the communi- 
ty were: broken homes, automobiles, 
dance halls, and mistaken newspaper 
publicity. In the matter of the news, 
Mr. Bagley feels that a large propor- 
tion of criminals are susceptible to 
the appeal of the headlines and desire 
to follow in the steps of the fellow 
who makes the front page through 
some acts of criminal daring. If the 
papers would give the same emphasis 
to acts of conspicuous service, many 
a youngster would be inclined to fol- 
low along those lines instead of drift- 
ing into crime. 

One very striking comment of Mr. 
Bagley was to the effect that the 
‘lifer" is usually one of the model 
prisoners. A study of the records of 
136 "lifers” in Charlestown showed 
that 107 had never been in trouble 
prior to the violent crime which 
brought them there, indicating strong- 
that murders are not the premedi- 
tated work of "bad" men. Further in- 
dication of this is offered in the fact 
that out of about 100 of this type who 
have been released on parole within 
Mr. Bagley’s experience, only two 
have been returned to State Prison, 
and these two were not sent back for 
crimes of violence. 

The Massachusetts penal system 
suffers greatly from the fact that there 
are no facilities for classifying the 
criminals and segregating them ac- 
cording to their characteristics and 
the desirable remedial methods. In- 
stead. all are herded together, treated 
alike, and turned out rather worse 
than better in too many cases. The 
fault lies not with the administration 
of the system but with society itself 
which has not yet awakened to the 
seriousness of the annual bill of about 
7 billions of dollars for the main- 
tenance of police systems, courts, pe- 
nal institutions and for the material 
and financial losses themselves which 
the criminal inflicts on the communi- 
ty. 

What young people need more than 
they need gifts of automobiles — or 
guns — is the gift of a little time and 
personal interest. Fathers owe their 
hildren more time and more atten- 
tion. and service clubs and other 
community institutions owe the youth 
of the community much closer person- 
al relations than they now give.

the Board of Aldermen; that he had 
made the provisions strict, and had 
conferred twice with the committee 
regarding the amendments Ira Nel- 
son of Kenwood ave., Newton Centre, 
asked if it is the practice of the Al- 
dermen to redraft the zoning ordi- 
nance. Alderman Holden said the 
Claims and Rules Committee had no 
thought of restricting churches. Mr. 
Cohn requested that his organization 
be given an opportunity to be heard 
in case the Aldermen consider mak- 
ing any changes in the ordinance 
which will affect houses of worship. 

Alderman Cronin asked why the ref- 
erence to churches and schools was 
made in the ordinance amendment 
when the proposed change is being 
made allegedly for the purpose of re- 
stricting gravel pits. City Solicitor 
Bartlett said that the original ordin- 
ance did not deal with schools and 
churches, and the change was pro- 
posed so that provisions are made for 
accessory buildings. Alderman Floyd 
9tated that there are various types of 
schools, including trade schools, re- 
form schools and schools for feeble- 
minded. He said he had asked for 
this change so that such types of 
schools can lie kept out of single 
residence districts. City Solicitor 
Bartlett explained that after Newton 
passed its zoning ordinance in 1922. 
the Legislature authorized the zoning 
of land and the changes are made to 
conform with the present law. 

The report of the Claims and Rules 
Committee and Planning Board rela 
tive to the zoning changes contained 
number of comments. The first 
comment stutes — "The purpose of this 
amendment is to indicate that the 
regulation of the use of land is among 
the objects of this ordinance. The 
section (556) which caused the large 
delegation to come to City Hall on 
Monday night, according to the 
amended ordinance, reads as follows: 

Paragraph A. "In single iesidence 
districts, except as provided in Sec- 
tion 562 and in paragraphs B and C 
of this section, no building or struc- 
ture or alteration, enlargement or ex- 
tension thereof, shall he designed, ar- 
ranged or constructed, and no build- 
ings, structures or lands, or parts 
thereof, shall be used for any pur- 
pose other than a dwelling for not 
more than one family, a church, or a 
school not operated for profit, pro- 
vided thaf a school shall not in- 
clude a trade, industrial or reform 
school: provided further that build- 
ings or structures may be erected, 
and buildings, structures or lands be 
used for such accessory purposes as 
are proper and usual with residences 
for single families, churches or 
schools, and are not injurious to the 
neighborhood as a place for residence 
for single families; accessory pur- 
poses shall not include a private ga- 
rage with provisions for more than 
three automobiles.’’ 

The amended ordinance provides 
that no part of the city can be used 
as a public or private dump except by 
permission of the Board of Aider- 
men. It also forbids the removal of 
sod, loam, sub-soil, sand or gravel 
for the purpose of sale thereof, ex- 
cept by permission of the Aldermen.

Campaign Director Maynard Hut- 
chinson spoke briefly and emphatical- 
ly of the needs for 1936. ending with 
the message of belief that the Cam- 
paign would reach its quota of $1S6,- 
347.20 and closing with "God Speed 
and Happy Landing." 

Dramatic and Colorful Pageant 

8:30 saw the opening of the Pag- 
eant, written and directed by Mr. 
William V. M. Fawcett, Chairman of 
the Opening Dinner Committee and 
his group of effective workers. The 
pageant started with the "Voice of 
the Community Chest," which "sprang 
from the minds and hearts of the peo- 
ple of Newton.” 

Each agency was explained thor- 
oughly, its work discussed and there 
were striking and moving tableaux de- 
picting phases of the work of each. 
From the comments afterwards, all

12,000 Pledges Needed 

Twelve thousand individual pledges 
are needed this year to bring Newton 
into the average class of Community 
Chest cities. Last year, but one per- 
son in eight in Newton subscribed to 
the Chest, whereas the general av- 
ruge was one person in six. 

In addition, about a 15 percent in- 
reuse in the average pledge is nec- 
essary to bring Newton up to tlmt 
average in that classification. All 
who heard tlie figures on Monday 
night were emphatic in their state- 
ments that "Newton is not a sub-av- 
erage city" and this year will prove 
it by the results both in numbers 
pledging and in the average pledge. 
Municipal Division — General Group 

Preliminary reports from this 
group, headed by Mr. Harry A. Hage- 
man, Building Commissioner, as Vice- 
Chairman of the Municipal Division, 
indicate that there will be a 100 per 
cent subscribing to the Campaign with 
a good average pledge. 

The Municipal Division has been 
culled the "imce-setter” for the Cam- 
paign and they have started with 
pace that the Residential Division will 
follow, showing up equally well, Cam- 
paign officers believe. 

Campaign headquarters plan to is- 
sue daily reports to Village Chairmen 
and the r- ports will lie delivered by 
Boy and Girl Scouts to the Campaign 
headquarters established in each Vil- 
lage.

Aldermen Address 
Members of Oak 
Hill Imp. Asso. 

Approximately sevonty residents of 
the Oak Hill District gathered at the 
Charles River Country Club on Fri- 
day evening. Nov. 1st. to attend the 
Semi-Annual Meeting of the Onk Hill 
District Improvement Association. 

Alderman Donald D. McKay spoke 
in behalf of the Community Chest 
Drive, calling attention to the fact 
that 800 individuals contribute two- 
thirds of the amount given to these 
worthy charities. The balance is 
raised from the canvassing. About 
24,000 individuals benefit by these ac 
tivities. Alderman Clifford H. Walk- 
er. in praising the value of Improve- 
ment Associations, suggested that a 
committee should he created to watch 
and supervise the possibilities of fu- 
ture real estate development. 

Alderman Clarence C. Colby de- 
scribed the new Ward alignment de- 
signed to equalize voting strength and 
fair representation on the Board of 
Aldermen. He argued in favor of the 
seven Ward plan — so rearranged as 
to maintain village entities. The new- 
ly proposed Ward seven which would 
include the Oak Hill District would 
have a voting strength of 3500. 

Alderman George E. Rawson ex- 
tolled the virtues of the Zoning Or- 
dinances both as now' existing and 
the proposed changes in this law that 
would zone the use of land. He 
praised present city officials for hav- 
ing secured for Newton the lowest 
tax rate in the stnte and the best 
credit of any city in the country. 

Commissioner of Public Works in 
Newton, Mr. Kills, then spoke on the 
functions of the Street. Water and 
Engineering Departments of the City 
of Newton. He described the duties 
of caring for the 260 miles of roads 
in the city — 73 miles of which are at 
present unaccepted. Mr. Ellis said 
that the city had received Federal 
aid in the financing of the Sewer 
Project which will lead into the Oak 
Hill District, amounting to 45 per 
cent of its cost, and that work would 
ommence on this undertaking before 
tlie first of the year. He believed the 
Oak Hill District should develop tre- 
mendously during the next few years 
because of its proximity to Boston: 
its type of home development and im- 
provements being provided by the city. 

Miss Gobi net Hurley made a report 
of a committee of which she was 
huirmau, recommending rezoning the 
Turnpike area from a two-family zone 
to a Single Residence Zone. She also 
referred to the Oak Hill Improvement 
Association that was founded some 
forty years ago which included such 
old families as the Kings, Wales, 
Sanderson, Esty, Ayres and Hurley. 
The organization at that time asked 
for street lights and a patrolman in- 
stead of a resident constable. 

There was a considerable amount 
of discussion over the area to be re- 
zoned for business purposes in the 
Oak Hill Village. It was voted to up- 
hold tlie officers and directors of the 
association who had previously ap- 
peared at a hearing favoring the re- 
zoning. Informal discussion followed 
the meeting; also refreshments.

Busses Routed 
To Avoid Use 
Of Rumford Ave. 


The Middlesex & Boston busses 
which run from Auburndale to Wal- 
tham and Newton have ceased run- 
ning over Rumford avo. from Lexing- 
ton st., West Nowton to tho Waltham 
line because of the dangerous condi- 
tion of this stretch of road. An In- 
spector from the State Dept, of Pub- 
lic Utilities examined Rumford avo. 
last week and ordered operation of 
busses over it discontinued. Rum- 
ford ave. is a narrow, private way 
which runs across a swamp between 
Lexington st. and the Waltham line. 
Within tho limits of this city its 
length is about a quarter of a mile. 
Recently agitation was started to have 
tin' City of Newton improve this road 
at the expense of the taxpayers and 
without assessments being levied on 
owners of abutting properties. Mayor 
Weeks recommended that tills work 
ho dono but the Board of Alderman 
voted against tho recommendation. 
Tho facts that there are no residences 
along this swampy stretch of road, 
that little tax revenue Is received from 
properties along it, and that taxpay- 
ers on other streets in Newton either 
had to pay heavy assessments to have 
their streets improved, or continue to 
endure unimproved streets, influenced 
the aldermen in their decision. 

In Waltham a considerable number 
of people residing on Woerd ave. and 
nearby streets have been served by 
the Newton- Auburndale bus line 
which ran over Rumford ave. These 
people will continue to be served by 
running the busses from Crescent st., 
Waltham over Woerd ave. to Rum- 
ford ave. in that city, and thence 
hack again to Crescent st. over tho 
same route. The busses will then use 
Crescent and Moody sts. to reach Lex- 
ington st., West Newton. This change 
will cause the busses to leave Auburn- 
dale 2 minutes earlier than before.

Appoint Three 

School Doctors 


At a meeting of the Newton Board 
of Health on Wednesday evening 
three new school physicians were ap 
pointed — Dr. Joseph E. Flynn, 457 
Washington st., Newton; Dr. Ronald 
Rutherford, 31 Institution ave., New- 
ton Centro; Dr Joseph E. Ferrone. 
860 Beacon st., Newton Centre. Their 
work in the schools will he to mako 
yearly examinations of all pupils. 
This work starts soon after tho 
schools open In September and takes 
about 2 Mi months. For this service 
these physicians are paid at an hour- 
ly rate. The positions to which these 
young physicians have been appointed 
have been Held for the past eight or 
ton years by Drs. George F. Bowers, 
Franklin P. Lowry and Denton G. 
Nutter. 

Several months ago an examination 
was held by the State Civil Service 
Commission to All vacancies in tho 
force of regular school physicians of 
Nowton caused by the deaths of Dr. 
Irving Fisher and Dr. F. E. Withee. 
The regular school physicians, of 
whom there are seven, visit the 
schools each day and examine chil- 
dren who are suspected of having 
communicable diseases, or who other- 
wise appear ill. These physicians are 
paid on a monthly basis. A number 
of physicians residing In Newton took 
this examination and Drs. Bowers and 
Eastman were appointed to All the 
vacancies. Subsequently the Civil 
Service Commission notified the New- 
ton Board of Health that It must al- 
so appoint from the list of those who 
qualified at the examination the three 
physicians who make the general ex- 
aminations of the pupils each year. 
As Doctors Lowry and Nutter had 
not been on the Civil Service list 
the Board of Health had to terminate 
their services despite the fact that 
these two physicians had rendered ex- 
cellent service for nearly 10 years, 
and had become quite experienced In 
this work.

School Grants 

The applications of the City of New 
ton for PWA grants to build a new 
school at Oak Hill, an addition to the 
Angier School at Waban and a re- 
construction of the garage at the 
Street Department yard on Crafts st. 
were allowed by officials at Washing- 
ton on Wednesday. These grants will 
be for $89,100, $32,670, and $23,400 
respectively. The applications were 
made a couple of months ago and at 
first not granted by PWA executives. 
A couple of weeks ago Mayor Weeks 
went to Washington to plea for fa- 
vorable consideration of these three 
applications. That his mission was 
successful was proved yesterday when 
word was received of the reversal of 
the attitude at Washington on these 
three projects. 


Want Permit For 
Oak Hill Busses 

The Board of Aldermen has received 
a petition from the Service Bus Lines 
for a franchise to operate busses be- 
tween Newton Centre and Oak Hill in 
this city. The busses would run over 
Centre. Cypress, Parker and Dedham 
sts, and Rosalie rd. A hearing will 
he held on this petition. 


The Municipal Division, with May- 
or Sinclair Weeks as Chairman, is 
giving the 1935 Campaign of the New- 
ton Community Chest, Inc., a gTeat 
boost to help this year’s Campaign go 
over the top of its goal of $186,347.20. 
Return.s from the schools are com- 
plete, showing a 100% enrollment, with 
an average teacher-pledge of $11.03, 
the highest in New England so far 
reported. Last year Springfield led 
the section with a teacher average 
of $10.47. One Newton teacher is 
ill in a hospital in New York City, 
having been taken suddenly sick while 
on a tip there. She has kept in 
touch with Newton and mailed her 
pledge for the Campaign from her 
sick-bed. 

The janitors’ group gave an aver- 
age pledge of $4.00, a mark for many 
a citizen with income to meet pro- 
portionately. The Building depart- 
ment, as reported last week, was the 
first to complete its Campaign, mak- 
ing a 100% enrollment with high 
average pledge of $9.30. Police and 
Fire department returns have not 
yet been completely tabulated, but 
they and all other City Departments 
show an Interest In the community, 
through this Campaign, that indeed 
“sets the pace’’ for other citizens to 
I follow. Reports on these other de- 
| partments will be made public as 
| soon as they have been checked and 
recorded. The Campaign Headquar- 
ters of the Newton Community Chest, 
Inc., reported early yesterday morn- 
ing a total turned in of $124,000.00 or 
66% of the goal raised. A few days 
of solicitations are left in which to 
report the balance of $66,000.00. 

Campaign Committees and officials 
held a meeting Wednesday night to 
determine the steps and procedure 
necessary to take to send this year’s 
Campaign over the top. 

All reports indicate a greater num- 
ber of givers and an increase of sub- 
scribers all along the line. The Spe- 
cial Gifts subscriptions show clear 
promise of going about 15% higher 
than last year while many individual 
pledges in the Residential Division 
are showing increases as high as 
250%. However, the Campaign Offi- 
cers are stating that every effort 
possible will be necessary to raise 
the eojxl of $156,347 20, which is nec- 
essary to give number-agencies 

what they need to give the proper 
service to Newton’s citizens in 1936. 
The 1,S00 workers have been untir- 
ing and loyal in their efforts to suc- 
ceed in their task.

MORE STATE FORESTS 


More than a thousand volunteers are circulating petitions 
throughout the state to add a half million acres to Mass- 
achusetts State Forests over a period of years. The organiza- 
tion of committees in every city and town in the Commonwealth 
has been going on for some time and it is expected that the 
necessary total of twenty thousand signatures will be con- 
siderably exceeded, in which case the question will be offered 
as a referendum to the voters at the State election next 
November. Mayor Sinclair Weeks and General Daniel Need- 
ham are two local men who have been interested in the de- 
velopment of this program and were among the ten original 
petitioners proposing it. The advancement of the plan as a 
method of protecting and planning for future outdoor recrea- 
tional opportunities in this state should have the hearty en- 
couragement of all. It is quite vital that we take time by the 
forelock and lay the groundwork for future generations be- 
fore we find that the opportunity no longer exists. 


The razing of the long familiar Al- 
den house on rent re st.. Newton, c 
;) 08 ite the end of Franklin st. w 
begun this week. Although building 
permits have not been applied for it 
is considered likely that some time 
in the future single residences may 
he erected here. Prior to being pur- 
chased in 1882 by John E. Alden. fath- 
er of John T. Alden of Fairmount 
st.. the property was owned by the 
father of Charles Woodworth, of anoth- 
er long time Newton and Watertown 
family. Mr. John E. Alden and his pro- 
filer. George E.. who married sisters 
resided more than thirty years and 
observed their 50tli wedding nnniver 
saries there. About 1914 the estati 
was sold by the Alden family and 
since has been owned by other par- 
ties. Some years ago the premises 
were used as a private school but for 
several years it has stood vacant. 
The land to this estate forms a curve 
on Centre st. which is becoming 
more and more dangerous with the 
increasing traffic on this main route 
from Newton to the south side of the 
city. The grade and curve are par- 
ticularly hazardous in wet and win- 
ter weather. Additional danger is 
created by the fact that just below 
the corner the street is perceptibly 
narrower than at any other point on 
the long grade. In past years the 
city has been somewhat lax in seiz- 
in'- opportunities to minimize the 
danger of bad corners because of the 
expense of land damages for street 
widenings. With the possibility of 
securing Federal funds for such 
worth-while projects the advisability 
of widening this corner in the near 
future should be carefully consid- 
ered. Certainly now is the time to 
take such steps as may be neces- 
sary to require sufficient setbacks 
for any residences that may be erect- 
ed there so that an appropriate widen- 
ing might lie undertaken at some fu- 
ture time if impossible at present. 

While on the subject of former days 
and older residents of Newton many 
of those who are familiar with New- 
ton a few years before the war are 
considerably interested in the elec- 
tion of a former Newton hoy, whose 
wife is a former Newton girl, as the 
Mayor-elect of Cleveland. Ohio. Fre 
quently we hear of some former New- 
tonite whose youth was spent in New- 
ton and who has become prominent in 
business, professional, or other ways 
in some other part of the country 
It is seldom that we find a former 
Newtonian achieving prominence poli- 
tically. In 1911 Harold Hitz Burton 
left Newton to take a job as a lines- 
man’s helper with the electric light 
company in Cleveland in order to he 
near his childhood sweetheart who 
was visiting an aunt in the Ohio city. 
Subsequently after they had both grad 
anted from college in 1912 the young 
couple went to Cleveland to live. He 
had been educated in the Newton 
schools, graduated from Bowdoin Col- 
lege in 1909 and from Harvard Law 
School in 1912. Selma Smith, his 
wife, is a daughter of A. R. Smith, 
an executive of the First National 
Bank of Boston and a resident on 
Berkeley st., West Newton. She went 
to Newton schools and graduated 
from Wellesley in 1912. Returning 
to Cleveland after their marriage Mr. 
Burton became a noted lawyer and 
has served as a law director for the 
city of Cleveland under former ad- 
ministrations. Mrs. Burton is active- 
ly interested in the girl scouts and 
the American Legion auxiliary. Bur- 
ton is a veteran having seen service 
overseas with the 361st Infantry, 31st 
Division as a captain. He has also 
been active in veterans’ affairs in 
Cleveland. Tho Burtons have four 
children the oldest of whom. Bar- 
bara. graduated from the University 
of Missouri last June and is now a 
fashion artist. William. 19. is a stu- 
dent at Bowdoin and Deborah, 15., and 
Robert, 12, are in high school in 
Cleveland.

Wo believe 
he should he a man who has been 
active in Newton affairs, who has been 
in tills city much of tho time while 
ho hns been awake, and not mostly 
while lie has been asleep. Wo be- 
lieve that a thorough acquaintance 
with Newton, both in its physical as- 
pects, its peculiar needs and its peo- 
ple, Is more to he considered ns quali- 
fying a man to fill the office of Mayor 
of this city, than spectacular pub- 
licity gained in a short term of of- 
fice as a State official. We believe 
that when a man la elected to serve 
as Mayor of Newton lie should he 
prepared to give most of Ills time, If 
necessary, to attend to the duties of 
this important office, and not detail 
much of this work to someone else. 
We believe he should he reasonably 
available every working day to any 
respectable citizen who hns legitimate 
reason to desire to meet him. 

We do not believe it is for the best 
interest of Newton’s future to have 
a practical political machine built up 
in this city. The fact that Newton 
was singularly free from this sort of 
thing in the past, contributed large- 
ly to the admirable development of 
tills city, and its outstanding place 
among American communities. We 
are not fooled by the assertion that 
Newton lias been having a non-politi- 
cal administration when wo have 
seen public positions and employment 
given to supporters; when we have 
seen men who held appointive posi- 
tions for years as election officers 
displaced because they gave their sup- 
port to some other candidate. 

We believe that a man cannot prop- 
erly qualify as Mayor of Newton 
through a short, intensive course of 
study under the tutelage of present 
or former aldermen. Granting that 
a candidate may possess ability, hon- 
esty and a very attractive personality, 
and he acclaimed as having that much 
emphasized, hut intangible asset of 
executive capacity, lie is not, in our 
opinion, s well qualified to serve as 
Mayor of Newton as many other in- 
telligent men who have in the past 
given years of their time serving in 
Newton city governments. 


It is interesting — and amusing to 
one who lias resided in Newton for 
about half a century, whose work as 
well as Ills residence has been in this 
city, w’hose occupations have been

WOR. COMMERCE WINS 
FROM NEWTON 15-7 


Newton High was given the short 
end of a 15-7 football game at Dick- 
inson Studiuin last Saturday by the 
under-rated, hard-hitting Worcester 
Commerce eleven. The boys from 
Worcester scored all their points on 
Newton’s mistakes, blocking a kick, 
making a safety, and Intercepting a 
pass. 

Newton trailed 6-0 at the half, but 
put in an inspiring third quarter, mak- 
ing an 80-vard drive to go into a 7-6 
lead. Striking again to the Commerce 
2-yard line with a 60-yard march, they 
stopped just short of another touch- 
down. A bonehead play by Paul 
Forte, cocky Newton halfback, cost 
Newton their lead early in the third 
quarter, and an intercepted Newton 
pass put the game on ice in the final 
period. 

. Commerce Takes Lead Early 

Newton looked like a very stale and 
uncertain football team in the first 
half. MacLeod ran buck the open- 
ing kickofT 17 yards from the ten 
yard line, but a charging Commerce 
line set Callanan and MacLeod down 
for losses, and Callanan punted. Mil- 
ner making the tackle at the Wor- 
cester 30. 

O’Brien ran the Newton end almost 
to midfield, but Newcomb stopped an- 
other attempt, and Laughlin punted 
to MacLeod, who was dropped hard 
at the Newton 20-yard line. Savig- 
nano and Thompson made a first 
down, and Savignano carried through 
tackle almost to the 40-yard line, but 
here the gains ceased. Callanan went 
back to kick on third down, but the 
ball hounded off tlu* arms of a Wor- 
cester lineman, and Lauhglin scopped 
it up and went across for the first 
touchdown. The place kick failed, and 
Worcester Commerce led 6-0. 

Newton Sadly Outplayed 

The first quarter was called three 
plays later, but a change of field did 
the orange and black little good. Af- 
tef gaining twenty yards almost to 
midfield on an exchange of kicks. 
Woodward flipped a wild lateral pass 
over Savignano’s head for a fifteen 
yard loss. Another kicking exchange 
recovered the 15 yards, but Red Cal- 
lanan fumbled the ball and Worces- 
ter took possession A forward pass 
made first down, hut Newton took 
the ball on downs at the 30. Captain 
Savignano fumbled on the first play, 
Worcester again recovering. 

A1 Thompson broke up a Commerce 
pass so well that interference was 
called, giving the passing team the 
hull at the lS-yard line. Commerce 
made first down, and lost the hall on 
a wild fourth-down pass into the end 
zone as the first half ended. Wor- 
cester Commerce leading Newton 6- 
0. The part Newton played in the 
first half was pusillanimous. Captain 
Savignano was able to call eighteen 
plays, of which six went for a total 
gain of 28 yards, and six were stop- 
ped for a total loss of 25 yards. The 
other six plays were four punts, one 
converted into a touchdown when the 
line failed to hold, and two fumbles, 
both recovered by Commerce. 

Savignano Leads Newton Reversal 

That miserable first half was the 
set-up for a remarkable and thrill- 
ing reversal of form in the third pe- 
riod. Captain Savignano piloted a 
smooth-working Newton eleven to a 
touchdown in six plays following the 
kickoff. 

Newton received the kickoff at the 
west end, MacLeod returning the 
ball from the goal line eighteen yards 
Savvy and A1 Thompson carried for a 
first down, and Savvy threw a flat 
pass to Ited Callanan which went for 
a 40-yanl gain before Cal was tackled 
at the Worcester 30 -yard line. Savvy 
called a running pass to the right, 
which MacLeod completed for a neg- 
ligible gain, hut set the stage for the 
fumiliar scoring pass. Savignano fad- 
ed to his right, then heaved a long 
one to Rob Prowten far out to the 
left, and the rangy end ran untouched 
into the end zone Savignano’s drop- 
kick curried true enough, and Newton 
had a 7-6 lead. 

Goal Line Stand Balks Newton 

Newton all hut scored again in this 
period, rolling sixty yards up the 
field only to stall at the Commerce 
goal. Milner’s kickoff was run hack 
to the Commerce 30-yard lino at the 
far side, and Commerce at once 
worked their sleeper pass. Olbhs mak- 
ing his way to Newton’s 40 before he 
obligingly fumbled. MacLeod ran the 
hall hack for a practice touchdown 
after the whistle had blown.

12.000,000 insect pests threaten our 
plant life and vigilance is the cost 
of perfection. Mrs. Goodridge paid 
tribute to the work of the C. C. C. and 
referred to the establishment of the 
picnic spots, making possible a greater 
enjoyment of natural resources. Tak- 
ing private gardens as a beginning, 
vision should extend to include towns, 
state and nation. Highway beautifica- 
tion, making the approach to a town 
attractive, planting around schools, 
libararies and factories, careful selec- 
tion of paint in regard to other pub- 
lic buildings, would greatly enhance 
file appearance of a place. Tiie mark- 
ing of rivers, creeks and anything 
of historic association would inter- 
est the strangers passing through. 
The Billboard Committee is making 
efforts for tiie elimination of roadside 
disfigurements and is zealously guard- 
ing what lias boon accomplished. Mrs. 
Goodridge recommended making 
greater use of the advice of the Plan- 
ning Board when changes are being 
made in a community, as their help 
in the selection of park land, sites 
for factories and other buildings, 
would ho very valuable In looking 
ahead to future growth.

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Newton Hospital 
Report Shows 
Problems to Meet 


The report of the executive com- 
mittee of the Newton Hospital 
shows an increase of gross income 
for the period of nine months end- 
ing on September .10th. over a cor- 
responding period in 1034 and also 
an increase in the cost of free treat- 
ment. The report also indicates the 
attention of the committee to various 
phases of the operation of the hos- 
pital as outlined by Mr. Herbert M. 
Cole, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee, who presented the report at 
the meeting of the Hospital Trustees 
recently. Mr. Cole's report in part 
follows: 

“For the first nine months of this 
year ended September 30, as shown 
by the Treasurer’s report, the hos- 
pital hnd a gross income of $225,342, 
an increase of $18,000 over the same 
period last year; expenses were up 
$S,000, so that our operating income 
showed an improvement of $10,000. 
It should be recalled, however, that 
$9,000 of this improvement was due 
to the absence this year of certain 
rather large capital expenditures 
which inflated our expenses a year 
ago. 

“Our operating deficit for the nine 
months was $50,947, against $61,204 in 
the 1934 period, comparing with an 
anticipated loss of $66,593. As al- 
ways, the amount of free treatment 
for those unable to pay anything for 
their care was a big expense item. 
At the ward rate of $3 a day, this 
free treatment stands on our books 
as costing $28,259 against a corre- 
sponding figure of $26,271 a year ago. 
On the basis of actual average adult 
cost to us, however, of $7.13 per day, 
this free treatment is increased to

M0. 000. Little wonder is it, there- 
fore, thnt Newton Hospital is forced 
into the red ink column. On top of 
this non-profit service is the grent 
work of the out-patient department 
which, as you know, does not return 
to us in income one-half of the cost 
of its operation. Such are our con- 
tributions to the welfare of the com- 
munity. 

“Our mid-summer estimates of the 
deficit, after endowment income and 
donations for the year 1935, were 
fortunately too higli. In the middle 
of the year it looked ns if we would 
he “in the red” after these contribu- 
tions by the amount of $22,000. This 
dropped to $13,000 by September and 
now it looks like a final deficit of 
$4,263. Against $45,000 allocated to 
us in 1935, the Community Chest has 
assigned $56,000 for 1936 if in the 
forthcoming drive the goal of $1S6,000 
for all agencies is achieved. 

“Tho operating results of the last 
three months of the year, October, 
November and December, are always 
our poorest, and a definite forecast 
of final results at this time Is im- 
possible. We are now negotiating 
with the hanks carrying our $93,000 
of notes payable for a still lower 
rate of interest, and with the assist- 
ance of our President, we have rea- 
son to believe that the interest cost 
of a substantial portion of this in- 
debtedness will be reduced to \ V 2 C / C , 
an unheard of rate on loans of this 
character hut which will be of mate- 
rial assistance in reducing our oper- 
ating expenses. 

“We are pleased to acknowledge 
the friendly co-operation of Mayor 
Weeks and Dr. Chope, the new head 
of the Newton Board of Health De- 
partment. Up to September 30, 1934 
we did a gross business for the city’s 
health department of only $1,786; this 
year to date it amounts to $7,060. 

“As you know, we have been great- 
ly concerned over the steady climb 
in tlie costs of our nursing service, 
due to tho employment of an increas- 
ing number of graduate nurses. Our 
medical and surgical salaries have 
jumped in round figures from $35,600 
in 1931 to $44,000 in 1932, to $46.- 
600 in 1933, to $62,500 in 1934, and 
they are still rising. A special com- 
mittee from members of the Execu- 
tive Committee was appointed to in- 
vestigato th<> whole question. This

committee consisted of Messrs. Rog- 
ers, Chase and Dr. Keevcr, nnd they 
havo submitted their report. They 
state that the general subject of grad- 
uate nursing versus student nursing 
bus been given extensive study for 
the past five years by experts spon- 
sored nnd financed by the leading 
medical and nursing organizations of 
the country at an expense of over 
$300,000. The problem, therefore, is 
not unique with the Newton Hospital, 
and is one not easily solved, where 
the best In nursing service is demand- 
ed. Tho committee believes the pro- 
gram adopted by the trustees to em- 
ploy graduate nurses nnd reduce tho 
number of student nurses is funda- 
mentally sound, and should be con- 
tinued, providing the not loss does 
not exceed the amount we can expect 
from endowment fund interest, the 
Newton Community Chest and the cit- 
izens of Wellesley. 

“The Hospital Aid Association con- 
tinues its splendid work for our in- 
stitution and our debt of obligation 
to that fine group of women contin- 
ues to grow. Sensing the need of 
additional x-ray equipment, a depart- 
ment which seems to interest them 
greatly, they have offered, and we 
have accepted with deep gratitude, a 
gift of $1500 toward a $2000 not cost 
to us of new nnd greatly needed ap- 
paratus. 

“Our administrative force will he 
called upon to face the loss on No- 
vember 1 of our Superintendent of 
Nurses. Miss Nell A. Hostetler, who 
has resigned to take a similar posi- 
tion with the Genesee Hospital nt 
Rochester. N. Y., at a salary higher 
than we hnve been paying. Miss 
Hostetler has served us faithfully for 
the past six years and we are 'deep- 
ly indebted to her for most conscienti- 
ous work in one of the most impor- 
tant and difficult departments of our 
institution. She takes with her our 
best wishes for the future and we 
trust as opportunity offers she will 
now and then pay us a friendly call 
as she finds herself in this part of 
the country.”

United States 175,000 independent 
units of government, each the power 
to raise and spend money, and to fur- 
nish its citizens some part of the con- 
tinually changing services of govern- 
ment. These units range from the 
federal government with a million em- 
ployees * * * down to the smallest 
school district with a single child to 
teach. Together they hire 3,250,000 
public servnnts * * * and spend in 
salaries some four and a half billion 
dollars a year. * * * It was to study 
the problem of governmental man- 
power — of securing competent men 
and women to fill the non-elective po- 
sitions and perform the day-to-day 
work of government that the Com- 
mission of Inquiry * * * was appoint- 
ed late in December, 1933, by the So- 
cial Research Council, to study the 
broad problems of public personnel 
within the United States, to outline 
a program for future action, nnd to 
present its findings and recommenda- 
tions to the American people early in 
1935.” 

The program of work of the Nation- 
al League of Women Voters involves 
a study of the personnel of each town 
in which there is a League. To aid 
in this study a pamphlet entitled 
“Know Your Town” has been issued 
with questions and suggestions for 
local study. There is such a diversity 
in the subject that it gives scope for 
activity of all the different depart-

Asks Letters Be Sent 

Against Moderate Drinking 


Speaking before the presidents and 
directors of the Unions of Middlesex 
County Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Organizations assembled at the 
Woburn Baptist Church Friday. Mrs. 
Mabelle Groves of Newton Centre 
called on those present to send a let- 
ter to the Council of Moderation, New 
York City, now running a campaigu 
for moderate drinking. 

The letter asks if they have seen 
the account of experiments made at 
the meeting of the National Safety 
Council at Louisville. Ky.. Oct. 14-1S, 
by Dr. Herman A. Heise of Milwaukee. 
Dr. Heise conducted experiments on 
the spot with volunteers as to their 
respective efficiency before and after 
takiug small quantities of alcohol, ap- 
proximating little more than a single 
drink. The tests Included threading 
needles, operating typewriters, shift- 
ing gears and applying brakes. The 
Council report showed a 13 to 36 " de- 
crease in efficiency iu hand-eye coor- 
dination by those who had consumed 
small amounts of whiskey as com- 
pared by the records made by the 
same individuals before drinking. 
There is little doubt, said the Council, 
that even small amounts of alcohol 
produce demonstrable, deleterious 
changes which tend to increase driv- 
ing hazards.

Upon admit- 
tance and every six months euch baby 
itt given u thorough examination. In 


ca • of especial need more frequent 
examinations aro given. A mother has 
tho privilege of consulting the physi- 
cian about (coding and general care 
and when she can afford it is asked 
to pay twent-flve cents for such con- 
sultation. If the baby shows signs of 
disease the mother is referred to her 
family physician as no sick babies are 
tended ut these stations. 

Each baby is weighed upon euch vis- 
it to tiie station and a record kept as 
weli as a weight book which is kept 
by the mother as a fumlly record. Tho 
nurse, in cuses of need, secures sup- 
plementary aid if the mother is unable 
to provide tho necessities for a grow- 
ing baby. If the regular visits are 


missed tho nurse visits the home to 
learn the reason and to check upon 
tho baby. When necessary home vis- 
its are made by tho nurses to in- 
struct the mother how to bathe, dress 
and prepare any necessary food form- 
ulas for the baby. In tho spring the 
babies under cure of the station arc 
provided witli protection against diph- 
theria. During lust April 225 liable, 
received toxoid treatment for this pur- 
pose. 

It is hoped at some future time to 
provide similar conferences for chil- 
dren of preschool ago (2 to 6 years) 
but at the presont time the necessary 
funds for such work ure not avail- 
able.

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SHALL WE GO FORWARD? 

During the past ten months we have watched the develop- 
ment of the mayoralty campaign in Newton. And during these 
months we have weighed carefully the facts and have set 
aside the fancy which is always a part of politics. It is com- 
monly known that the Needham campaign actually began 
with the announcement of General Needham’s candidacy early 
in the year and that it has quietly, yet effectively, been pre- 
paring for election day on December 10th. Little had been 
said, however, regarding the candidacy of Ex-Mayor Edwin 
O. Childs until announcement was made some weeks ago that 
he would enter the field. We have no hesitation, however, in 
expressing our belief that the genial ex-mayor’s candidacy 
dates back to the day in 1928 when he announced that he 
would not oppose Sinclair Weeks for the office. It has been 
quite apparent ever since then that when Mayor Weeks retired 
as chief executive of the city Mr. Childs would* again enter 
the field. Meanwhile, in his characteristic way, he has un- 
doubtedly retained much of his personal popularity, his chief 
asset in the coming campaign. While there are other candi- 
dates in the field chief interest is centered around these two 
well-known and well-liked men, and it would be a major 
upset if any of the others ran close for top honors. 

Both of the leading candidates are well-liked personally, 
with the ex-mayor having a substantial advantage over his 
chief opponent because of his longer association with local 
affairs. Thus it was evident that the only way the Needham 
forces could convince Newton voters of their leader’s ability to 
fill the office was through active, organized effort. We have 
heard “machine politics” in Newton criticized severely, yet 
“machine methods can acquaint the thousands of voters in such 
a city as Newton with the qualifications of candidates far more 
accurately than can any amount of newspaper publicity, plat- 
form oratory or individual effort. We are positive that forces 
which stand for the best interests of the city, call it “machine,” 
“oiganization” or what you will, is more beneficial than detri- 
mental. The harm comes from improper use of such methods, 
not from the method itself. 

In any consideration of the mayoralty contest we must re- 
call that Mayor Childs held office for sixteen years through the 
pre-war and post-war periods leading to the prosperous era of 
the late twenties. During the growth of the city at that time 
the administration of government was vastly different and less 
complex than today. It was a natural growth in accordance 
with the times. Unfortunately, in many ways, these times came 
to an end. Fortunately for Newton residents a business execu- 
tive then went into office and began the task of putting 
business methods into our local administration. Many of the 
most difficult places in the rough, hard road have been passed, 
but, by no manner of means, have we yet emerged upon a 
smooth, untrammeled way. There are many obstacles in the ad- 
ministration of government to be met — many problems which 
must be closely studied by a keen, capable executive. There 
is no question in our minds that if it were our sole responsibil- 
ity to select an executive for a five million dollar business 
from the available candidates that we would unhesitatingly 
select General Daniel Needham. The city of Newton is nearly a 
five million dollar business — and General Needham has demons- 
trated his capacity as an executive. During th<* past six years 
we have not only stood the test of the times, but have pro- 
gressed — we can and should continue. 

It would be a progressive and forward step to entrust the 
responsibilities of Mayor of Newton to General Daniel 
Needham.

Some of our citizens are quite dis 
satisfied with the rules adopted by 
the City Council to enforce the pay- 
ment of taxes the present year. They 
think the plan of charging 12% in- 
terest on all assessments remaining 
unpaid after November 1st is exorbi- 
tant. As the city can borrow all the 
money it wants at a very low rate, 
they claim that by charging this large 
interest to the taxpayers the city is 
against the interest of the tax pay- 
ing citizens who furnish the where- 
with for propelling the wheels of gov- 
ernment. 

The School Committee held its reg- 
ular meeting on Wednesday evening.

Announcement has recently been 
received from President Livingston 
Farrand of Cornell University of the 
award of a scholarship to Clark T. 
Case, a graduate of the class of 1935 
at the Newton High School. This 
scholarship is one of five known as 
the Lefevere Scholarships and to re 
ceive it upon the basis of competi- 
tive examination is considered an out- 
standing achievement. Of the five 
scholarships the award to Case is 
the only one granted to a New Eng- 
land candidate. They are the most 
valuable scholarships given at Cor- 
nell. carrying a stipend of $400 each 
year as long as the student remains 
in Cornell University, through the 
regular four year course and into 
graduate courses.

THE MORALE OF DEMOCRACY 

In the consideration of potential candidates for state offices 
for some years we have frequently deplored the attitude of 
many candidates toward wealth and inheritance. In speak- 
ing of his candidacy for Governor at the meeting of the Re- 
publican Club on Monday night Speaker Leverett Saltonstall 
did his party and politics a real service when he met the issue 
openly and squarely.

One of the most important meet- 
ings of the year was held on Mon- 
day night by the Aldermen. The prin 
cipal feature was the passage of the 
annual appropriation order for 1911 
carrying a total amount for $1,249,- 
570.98 which is $5500 less than tlie 
present budget. The Board clearly 
violated the spirit of the City Charter 
which provides that all meetings of 
the Aldermen “shall be in public,” by 
taking a recess and every member 
attending a “committee” meeting 
held behind closed doors. The meet- 
ing lasted over two hours, and the 
only hint of what happened in the 
committee room was the objection by 
Alderman Lyons when called upon to 
vote on the budget. He was record- 
ed as voting “no”, and was the only 
Alderman to vote in opposition. 

At a meeting of gentlemen inter- 
ested in hoys work held in tlie New- 
ton Y. M. C. A. on Tuesday evening, 
a local council of the Boy Scouts of 
America was organized. Representa- 
tives were present from the various 
churches, public and private schools 
and playground organizations.

Three Rousing Cheers 

With grateful spirit and rising

I like to feel that respect for the law 
inspired both wheelmen and that oth- 
ers. let us say many others, will de- 
light to follow this example. 

Fitting Punishment 

Violators of the law, when found 
guilty, are liable to fine or imprison- 
ment. Sometimes, however, it oc- 
curs to us they might better be made 
to suffer that which seems more ap- 
propriate but it is not prescribed by 
the court, a horse-whipping, thrash- 
ing or spanking, depending upon the 
circumstances.

The treasurer of the Newton appeal 
will lie W. M. Cahill of the Newton 
Trust Company, as last year. Cash 
contributions, or checks made out to 
The Salvation Army, will be received 
by him or by the house-to-house col- 
lectors. For the protection of the 
would-be giver to this worthy chnri- 
ty. it should he noted that these col- 
lectors will each wear full Salvation 
Army uniform and will carry an au- 
thorization pass signed by Colonel Jo- 
seph Atkinson, commanding the Sal- 
vation Army forces in New England, 
as well as a credential letter signed 
by Chairman Johnson. 

The Citizens’ Appeal is given par- 
ticular force by the integrity of the 
Salvation Army in its policies as well 
as in its personnel. Its officers, hav- 
ing close contact with every individ- 
ual who seeks assistance, are able 
to exercise a wise discretion in ad- 
ministering such assistance. Al- 
though the Salvation Army’s practice 
is to help first and investigate after 
wards, it is acknowledged that the 
promiscuous and indiscriminate giving 
of relief is absent, while there is lit- 
tle chance for fraudulent seekers of 
charity to evade the discerning judg- 
ment of the officers— which is based 
upon fifty years’ service in Greater 
Boston. . 

Aside from the humanitarian appeal 
of the Salvation Army’s work, this 
work ameliorates conditions in Bos- 
ton to a considerable extent, thus ben- 
efiting indirectly residents in the sub- 
urbs. Some of its activities, however, 
go beyond Boston. Outstanding 
among these, and a model of its kind, 
is the Evangeline Bootli Home and 
Hospital at 202 West Newton st. in 
the South End. To this Home come 
unmarried mothers from every part of 
New England, but principally from 
the Metropolitan area, finding wise 
and kindly care that is successful in 
sending all but a few of these girls 
out to lead a straight life. 

Another interesting service is the 
Salvation Army’s Fire Truck, which 
responds to every two-alarm five 
within fifty miles of Boston, carrying 
sandwiches, doughnuts, and hot cof- 
fee for the hard-pressed firemen. 

During the coming holiday season 
the Salvation Army expects to bring 
Thanksgiving or Christmas cheer to 
over 10,000 individuals in Boston.

WALTHAM SWAMPS 
NEWTON AS KROL 
AND KELLY ROMP 

A rugged, powerful, and smoothly 
working Waltham High School eleven 
steamrollered its way over the New- 
ton High football team last Saturday 
at Dickinson Stadium. Newtonvllle, to 
the tune of 63 to 0. It was the 29th 
meeting of the two teams and marked 
the Watch City’s first victory on a 
Newton field in thirteen years. Curi- 
ously enough the visitors tallied 13 
points in both the first and second 
periods to end this 13-year defeat jinx. 
Not content with its first-half lead 
the visitors glided through the misty 
air for three more tallies in the third 
session and a final marker in the 
closing chapter. Five of the eight 
attempts for points after touchdowns 
were successful. The one Dickinson 
Stadium record that remained in New- 
ton’s possession at the conclusion of 
the game is the high scoring record 
as the Watch City total did not ex- 
ceed the 66-0 trouncing Newton ad- 
ministered to Brookline four years 
ago. 

Although there was little question 
of the superiority of the Watch City 
outfit over the orange and black it 
would not b»» amiss to remark upon 
the low quality of officiating. On 
numerous occasions illegal shifts and 
offsides by the visitors went unno- 
ticed by the officials and perhaps may 
account for the fact that fewer pen- 
alties were imposed in the entire 
game than in any Newton- Waltham 
affair for many years. Newton drew 
one offside penalty of 5 yards while 
Waltham drew two offside penalties 
and two 15-yard setbacks for a total 
of 40 yards. A few other penalties 
were refused when a gain proved more 
advantageous than the acceptance of 
the penalty yardage. 

With Waltham continually in New- 
ton territory and with Johnny Krol 
and Howard Kelly giving a dazzling 
display of football prowess the locals 
had little opportunity to get within 
even scoring distance. Newton’s best 
offensive thrust came in the second 
period when an advance starting at 
the Newton 15 yard line penetrated 
to the Watch City 23 where Newton 
eventually lost the ball on downs. 
Forte supplied the fireworks in this 
march with an opening gain of 15 
yards. Daniels hit tackle for nine 
and Thompson centre for three more. 
Forte then reeled off a pretty 30-yard 
jaunt around end to the Waltham 28 
for a third first down. Here the at- 
tack stalled despite a Waltham off- 
side and Newton yielded the ball on 
downs on the Waltham 25. one play 
before the end of the half. 

The story of Waltham’s touchdowns, 
while largely Krol and Kelley, was 
aided materially by effective block- 
ing upon the part of the Waltham in- 
terference and the quicker charging 
Waltham line. The first score came 
midway of the first period after New- 
ton had successfully repulsed the ini- 
tial effort and the following scores 
came in rather rapid succession. 

Winning the toss Newton elected 
to defend tin* east goal with a fail- 
wind at their backs. Waltham chose 
to kick-off and Zeno’s loft to McLeod 
was returned from the goalline to the 
Newton 11. On second down Callanan 
punted to midfield and Lando car- ! 
ried back 6 yards. One rush was 
stopped dead but Krol then tossed a 
long pass down the sideline to Kelly 
who was hemmed in near the sideline. 
As he was tackled lie lateraled to 
McManus who tore down the sideline 
to the nine yard line before Packard 
pulled him down from behind. .New- 
ton stiffened here and held for four 
downs. When the referee uncovered 
the ball on the last thrust it was 
but three inches from the last white 
line. Callanan punted from behind 
the goal but got the ball away poorly 
nml it went out of bounds at the 23. 
Two line plays failed to gain mate- 
rially and Krol again took to the 
air. Kelly received and was downed 
on the 6 yard line. A four yard gain 
at tackle by Kelly preceded Kiel's 
end-run into the corner of the field 
for the initial score. Zeno kicked 
the goal by placement. 

Pass interceptions by Krol and 
Packard offset each other after the 
ensuing kick-off with Newton regain- 
ing the hall on its 28-yard line. A 
sleeping end pass was incomplete and 
(’allanan punted to midfield. Two 
runs by Krol luterpersed with n 
number of other plays put Waltham 
on the 5 yard stripe. MacDonald 
ploughed through right tackle for the 
second tally and Zeno’s try for point 
was wide making it 13 to 0. Two 
plays after the kick-off by Waltham 
the period ended. 

McLeod's 10-yard end run jaunt 
opened the second quarter but New- 
ton’s passes and lutorul failed to 
click, (’allamiu punted to the Wal- 
tham 30 where another advance 
started. Krol run right end and was 
almost in the clear with Woodward

making a pretty tackle and turning 
what would have been a long touch- 
down-run into a yard loss. After an 
exchange of kicks a 27-yard runback 
by Pendergast brought Waltham to 
midfield. Two line plays netted six 
yards before another long pass was 
tried. Kelly made a successful com- 
pletion of Krol’s toss with one of the 
prettiest running catches seen on 
Dickinson field. Leaping high in the 
air while on the dead run and at full 
arm's length reaching for the hall as 
it traveled on a line about twelve feet 
about the ground Kelly never lost a 
stride as he tore through the Newton 
secondary for the third touchdown. 
Kelly’s momentum while snaring the 
toss carried him beyond the New- 
ton defenders before they realized that 
he even had the hall in his hands. 
Gaziano tried a placement goal but 
the pass came high preventing bis 
getting the kick away. Instead be 
converted the point by racing around 
end. 

Newton kicked off with the hall be- 
ing returned to the Waltham 40-yard 
mark and after failing to gain Krol 
punted to the Newton 16-yard line. 
Callanan’s ensuing kick put the ball 
on the Newton 37 and the stage was 
again set for Waltham. On the first 
pluv Krol beaded for a hole at right 
tackle and once through cut sharply 
to the left sideline, found himself 
hemmed, reversed his field and final- 
ly scored standing up right in front 
of the goal posts. Following Mil- 
ner’s kick-off to Waltham and a sub- 
sequent punt to the Newton 15 the 
orange and black started its only sus- 
tained offensive drive of the afternoon 
whic h was previously described, end- 1 
ing the half. 

The three Waltham scores in the 
third session came in rapid succes- 
sion. Regaining possession of the 
ball on the Newton 45 yd. line early 
in the period a Krol to Kelly pass for 
f* yards and a Kelly to Krol to Lando 
pass and lateral put the visitors on 
the Newton 9.

away on a 32 yard touchdown romp j 
for the seventh tally. Zeno added 
the 4 7 point with a placement kick. 

Waltham kicked off but Newton 
punted on third down, after failing to 
penetrate the visitors line, to the 
Waltham 47. A series of ten line 
plays brought the ball to the New- 
ton 17 yard line as the teams changed 
for the final period and a Krol to 
Melody pass was good for a first 
down on the Newton 9. Krol was 
forced out of bounds on the 2 yard 
line and then nailed by Packard for 
a yard loss Kelly then took the 
hali through tackle for the final touch- 
down A try for goal tailed but New- 
ton was offside ami on the next try 
a rush by Krol tallied the final and 
53rd point. 

The rest of the game saw Newton 
striving to get into Waltham terri- 
tory as the Waltham reserves entered 
the fray. A Callanan to Forte pass 
for 17 yards was the choice bit but 
the bid was finally checked on the 
Waltham 40 Callanan s punt put 
the visitors back on their 15 yard 
stripe mid without their star car- 
riers their attuck stalled with the 
gume eliding at the Watch City 20.

The meeting of the Aldermen on 
Monday night was started at 8: IB by 
President Gordon. Aldermen Cronin. 
Floyd and Orebenstein were absent. 
The meeting continued in session for 
10 minutes and at 8:25 one of the reg- 
ular "short” recesses was taken. About 
9 o’clock it appeared that the open 
meeting might be resumed, but Aider- 
man Gussl corraled the Traffic Com 
mittee and the Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee and after nearly an hour of 
discussion persuaded them to bring in 
reports recommending the restriction 
of heavy trucking on Watertown st.

The Board resumed the meeting 
a few minutes before 10 o’clock, con- 
tinued in session for about 40 min- 
utes. took another short recess to 
clear up some technicalities in connec- 
tion with the taking of land at Oak 
Hill for the proposed new school and 
playground there, and after resuming 
the meeting for a few minutes, nd- 
journed about 11 o’clock. 

As a result of Mayor Weeks’ success- 
nil mission i" Washington :i couple 
of weeks ago. when he obtained three 
PWA grants, the Aldermen authorized 
bond issues of $175,000 for the new 
school at Oak Hill. $00,000 for an ad- 
dition to the Angier School in Wahan 
and $50,000 for a garage at the Crafts 
street yard of the Street Department 
The estimated costs of these three 
projects are $223,760, $82,900 and 

$63,300 respectively. On this basis the 
Federal grants will be $S9.000 for the 
Oak Hill school. $32,670 for the Angier 
addition and $23,400 for t lie garage. 

Alderman Akins chided several Al- 
dermen who have been wearing the 
red, white and blue buttons of the 
American Liberty League. 

Akins commented that members of 
this lengue condemn President Roose- 
velt for alleged extravagance in spend- 
ing money on PWA and WPA projects, 
and so they could not consistently 
vote to accept the grants which Mayor 
Weeks had obtained. The anti-Roose- 
velt Aldermen, however, voted for the 
bond issues and the accompanying do- 
nations received through the Roose- 
velt program. 

The first mutter to come up before 
the meeting was the hearing on the 
petition of the New England Concrete 
Pipe Company for a permit to alter 
its storage building at 99 Needham st., 
Upper Falls, so that it can be used 
as a garage to house 14 trucks.

Bar Trucks Off 

Watertown St. 

Following a persistent effort by Al- 
derman Guzzi of Ward 3 on Mon- 
day night, the Board of Aldermen 
unanimously voted to prohibit the op- 
eration of heavy trucks on Water- 
town st. between the hours of 7 p. m. 
and 6 a. m. Guzzi is a member of the 
Traffic Committee of the Aldermen 
and he first succeeded in convincing 
his fellow members on this commit- 
tee, Aldermen Colby and Goddard, 
that the pleas of residents along Wa- 
tertown st. and nearby streets for 
relief from the nuisance of all night 
truck traffic should be heeded. Then, 
for nearly three-quarters of a hour J 
Guzzi argued his cause before the 
Claims & Rules Committee and per- 
suaded its members to favor the 
traffic restriction on Watertown st. 
This is another big feather in Guzzi’s 
political war-bonnet. 

The restricting ordinance states 
that no trucks of more than 2Vj tons 
capacity shall he operated on the 
street during the hours specified, ex- 
cept in case of emergency, or street 
department trucks. The amendment 


to the traffic ordinance must be ap- 
proved by the State Department of 
Public Works before it can become 
effective. The petition received by 
the Aldermen several weeks ago from 
residents ‘of Watertown st. specified 
that the trucks be prohibited on that 
street only between Walnut st.. New- 
tonville and West Newton sq. The 
Aldermen included the entire length 
of Watertown st. from the Water- 
town line to West Newton. The in- 
tent is — that the big trucks will be 
operated nights on Galen and Centre 
sts. between Watertown and Newon 
Corner, and thence along Washington 
st. to West Newton, or vice versa. 
Should they use California and other 
streets to travel between Watertown 
and West Newton complications will 
ensue.

Two Thirds Of Quota Nearly 
Reached 


The Annual Roll Call of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross began Armistice Day 
and enrollments are being received 
daily. The Newton Chapter has a 
quota of GOOD for its city of 70,000. 
It has now nearly 4000 members en- 
rolled. 

The war time work of the Red Cross 
needs no explanation hut the peace 
time work here in Newton is less well 
known. The Chapter uses its share 
of the fund for local ^purposes (part 
of membership fees goes to Washing- 
ton for national disasters, part stays 
in the Chapter for local use) to take 
care of work that supplements hut 
does not duplicate what is being done 
by other organizations of the city. 

Veterans are helped with advice 
about guardianship and hospitaliza- 
tion; the Volunteer Motor Corps do- 
nates services and cars for the lame 
or the sick to go to hospitals; sewers 
and knitters make garments through 
the churches (one old lady of over 90 
makes beautiful sweaters and there 
are many other elderly knitting); the 
Home Hygiene and First Aid instruc- 
tor teaches Boy and Girl Scouts and 
the women of Americanization classes; 
the Nutritionist helps with special 
diets and budgeting: the Life Saving 
instructor teaches life saving and 
swimming; hooks are hrailled by one 
kind lady; three workers make life 
less dreary for veterans at the Bed- 
ford Veterans Hospital; the Junior 
Red Cross completes the Chapter work 
with milk lunches in the schools, fa- 
vors for Chelsea Hospital on holidays, 
and garments in the sewing classes. 

These activities need the support of 
the public, and it is hoped that anyone 
who has not yet become a member 
will join now. 


Biennial Sessions Community 

Debated Before Forum Meetings 
Rotary Club Open Sunday 


“Shall Massachusetts Have Biennial 
Sessions of Its General Court?" was 
debated at Monday’s Rotary luncheon 
by two of Newton’s Representatives 
in the Legislature, William Baker and, 
Clarence Luitwieler. In favoring the 
biennial plan. Rep. Baker pointed out 
that the main reason the annual ses- 
sion ever started was through the sus- 
picion the forefathers had of their 
rulers. Consequently, they instituted 
annual sessions that they might al- 
ways he on guard. At the present 
time, however, 43 states have biennial 
sessions and only five — New York, 
New Jersey. Rhode Lsland, South 
Carolina, and Massachusetts — cling 
to the annual meeting. 

Mr. Baker considers that there are 
two main reasons for favoring less 
frequent meetings: 

(1) The reduction that would be 
effected in the cost of government and 
(2) the even more important reduc- 
tion that would be effected in the 
changing and amending and tinkering 
of our laws. The present sessions of 
the Court cost about $900,000 annual- 
ly and while some of this expense 
would continue under the biennial plan 
another large part, including salaries, 
would be conserved every other year. 
As to the actual business conducted 
each year, about 2500 bills were in- 
troduced and had to be considered al- 
though only about 500 finally emerged 
as laws. Business and the communi- 
ty in general cannot keep pace with 
all the changes — even the State’s own 
printer has not gotten out the bound 
volume of last year’s acts although it 
is nearly time for the Court to start 
all over again. As for voting money 
every two years, with the consequent 
forecasting of conditions for 24 
months. Massachusetts ought to be

Mayoralty Fight 
Grows Warm At 
Rally In N’ville 

Large Attendance At Jefferson 
Club Meeting 


About 500 citizens filled the hall of 
the F. A. Day School at Newtonville 
on Tuesday night to listen to the va- 
rious candidates for offices at the com- 
ing city election tell why they should 
receive the support of Newton’s vo- 
ters. Eleanor Mulcahy, vice-president 
of the Jefferson Club, which conduct- 
ed the rally, introduced Edward O. 
Proctor as the presiding officer. 

Ex-Mayor Edwin O. Childs attacked 
the propaganda against him which 
has been disseminated at parlor rall- 
ies held in the interest of Gen. Need- 
ham. Childs characterized as silly and 
small the actions of those who say 
things against him at little parlor 
gatherings that they would not dare 
say on a public platform. He said 
he has not been pulling door bells 
and procuring signatures. He said it 
was an insult to the people of Newton 
who eight times elected him Mayor 
to claim that he does not possess 
executive ability.

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THE MAJOR OBJECTIONS DISCUSSED 

Last week we expressed our belief that with the conditions 
of government materially and in some respects even funda 
mentally changed from the pre-depression days, that General 
Needham was the candidate to whom we would entrust the 
responsibilities as Mayor of Newton for the next two years. 
There are several phases of the situation with which many 
voters may not be familiar and which might well have further 
consideration. The Needham candidacy is assailed principally 
for three reasons — that he is a “hand picked” candidate be- 
cause of undue publicity received when serving as State Com- 
missioner of Public Safety, that he has lived in Newton but 
eleven years, and that having held no local political office 
he is not as familiar with municipal government as he should 
be. The opponents of General Needham are employing these 
reasons as objections to his candidacy, yet overlooking the 
many factors which are present in the situation. In any political 
contest where the candidate has previously held public po- 
sitions of trust the record of that candidate is open to scrutiny, 
comment or criticism. 

General Needham was asked to assume the commissionership 
of Public Safety at a time when the morale of that depart- 
ment was at a low ebb and at a time when conditions were 
entirely unsatisfactory. He accomplished the task of reorgani- 
zation and of improving the morale of the department with 
little fuss or furore, but with noticeable results. And it is im- 
portant to remember that in connection with this task he was 
dealing with individuals in subordinate positions. This portion 
of his duties carried with it little notice from the public. It 
was his lot, however, to find himself faced with a number of 
problems in which the public found exceptional and spectacular 
interest, and as the head of the department he found himself 
very much in the public eye. However, General Needham, in 
his natural and modest manner, has repeatedly and openly 
given credit for the successful solution of these problems to 
those to whom it belongs. He has spoken often of the fact that 
success could never have been achieved but for the conferences 
with subordinates, the carrying out of many of their sugges- 
tions, and the co-operation of all of those assigned to the 
various aspects of particular cases. It is the ability to get results 
from subordinates which commends General Needham to us 
and not. by any manner of means, the fact that he frequently 
“made the headlines” because at the time he was the head of 
the department. And it is this ability that caused him to be 
sought as a mayoralty candidate by those who desire to see 
business principles continued in the government of Newton. 
It is also interesting to recall that General Needham did not 
become an avowed mayoralty candidate until he was convinced 
that many voters of Newton really desired to have him serve as 
chief executive. 

It is true that General Needham has lived in Newton for 
eleven years and that he has held no local political office. 
Among the former mayors of Newton it is extremely interesting 
to note that very few advanced from an aldermanic seat or 
other official position to the mayor’s office. Mayor Childs, 
Mayor Hatfield, and others, did not serve on the Board of 
Aldermen and it is not essential that General Needham should. 
As a matter of fact there are a number of valid reasons why 
it is better that the mayor should be chosen from outside of 
the membership of the Board of Aldermen. And by similar 
tokens is there any specific length of time longer than that 
stated by law in which a candidate must be a resident before 
he is permitted to become a candidate for mayor? In the 
eleven years General Needham has been a resident he has 
manifested his interest in many ways and knows more about 
Newton than some others who have resided here even a con- 
siderably longer time, yet have taken no interest in the com- 
munity in which they have chosen to live. 

The coming election, centering chiefly around the two out- 
standing mayoralty candidates, transcends politics in the sense 
which many people have come to regard it and raises but one 
fundamental question. Under whose administration will the 
city benefit to the greater extent? 
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TIip twenty-fifth annual meeting 
of tlie National Council of Teachers 
of English is being hold this week in 
Indianapolis.

A census of business comparable 
to those made by the U. S. Census Bu- 
reau for the years 1929 and 1933 will 
be taken in 1936 covering business 
activity for the year 1935 was an- 
nounced this week by the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce.

A news release showing the ef- 
fect. according to the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration, of the 
Government’s farm program and other 
recovery measures upon the carlot 
shipments of industrial and manufac- 
tured products in interstate com 
merce from Newton to points on the 
southeast was received this week. 
The statistics show that where there 
were no carlot shipments during the 
year ending June 30, 1933, a total of 
47,100 pounds was shipped in the 
twelve months ending June 30, 1934 
The survey further shows that these 
shipments were comprised entirely of 
steel and iron products. As only car- 
lot shipments were covered it was 
impossible to determine the amount 
shipped in lesser quantities. For 
Newton Upper Falls carlot shipments 
of 11,500 pounds, all paper and prod- 
ucts, in the first year increased to 
30,000 pounds, all rubber and prod- 
ucts, in the second year. This in- 
crease was 160.9 per cent. The state- 
ment is made that the increased farm 
purchasing power had increased tho 
farmers’ demand for industrial goods 
and thus the additional dollars which 
the agricultural program lias pro- 
vided. in some measure, find their way 
back to industrial centres. Admit- 
ting the possibility of competitive 
business shifts, different routing or us- 
ing different methods of transporta- 
tion or distribution the statement, 
however, does not take into consid 
eration in any way the fact that New- 
ton manufacturers are receiving 
in increased business probably only 
an infinitesimal part or portion of 
the AAA funds they contribute in tax- 
ation.

Newton started at the east end, 
Brookline kicking off. both teams han- 
dicapped .about evenly bj t h* • strong 
sou tii wind. Ernie MacLeod took the 
kickoff at the five-yard line and car- 
ried straight up to the thirty-yard 
line before he was hit hy Tom Sul- 
livan. Captain Savignano wont 
through at right tackle for a first 
down. Jack Herrick and Savvy ad- 
vanced the bull seven yards in two 
attempts, and Savignano dropped 
back to kick from the Newton 40- 
yard line, Peraner receiving for 
Brookline and going outside at the 
ten-yard line. 

A Brookline end run made a couple 
of yards, but Tom Sullivan was hurt 
on the play and was replaced by 
George Lawler, the triple threat who 
started most of the Brookline pass 
plays during the rest of the game. 
Four successive plays were called 
back on penalties, Brookline gaining 
ten yards and losing fifteen. Lawler 
kicked out well from the twenty-yard 
line, but offside play gave Brookline 
a first down on the play. The clip- 
ping penalty set Brookline back, and 
Lawler again kicked, only to have 
the play called hack for offside play 
again.

lost yardage with n ten-yard end 
sweep, but Lawler kicked on fourth 
down, MacLeod receiving at the New- 
ton 33-yard line. 

MacLeod ran the left end wide and 
well for a ten-yurd gain before being 
dropped by Peraner. Savignano was 
stopped by Mawhinney, but went 
through for another first down on the 
following play behind some superb 
blocking. A1 Thompson and Savvy 
hit the line for three-yard bucks, and 
Thompson bored through for a third 
first down, placing the hall on the 
Brookline 30-yard line. Ernie Mac- 
Leod circled the left end and cut 
hack cleverly, reaching the Brook- 
line 15-yard line before Peraner cut 
him down. A Newton touchdown 
seemed to be n matter of moments. 
Newton had como 52 yards in seven 
plays. Savignano fumbled, but both 
teams were ahead of the ball. Savig- 
nano shook off three tacklcrs but 
lost yardage on a poorly executed 
lateral pass play. A pass to Stan 
Gruber made six yards, but a bold- 
ing penalty cost Newton 15 yards. 
Paul Robey missed Savvy’s next pass, 
and the third was intercepted by Kil- 
man at Brookline’s 18-yard line' 

Peraner at once skirted the right 
end and got down to the 30-yard mark 
before he was caught and thrown. 
Two short penalties set the Red and 
Blue back, but Landry came back 
to the 35-yard line on a single lateral 
Pass play that circled the Newton 
right end. Lawler punted, and the 
ball was grounded by Brookline on 
the Newton 35-yard line. 

Savignano bit the right side for 
nine yards, and A1 Thompson went 
almost to the 50-yard line for a first 
down, making it easy for the officials, 
since this was the last play of the 
first quarter. Savvy lost ground at 
the center of the line, threw a bad 
forward pass, then kicked to Peraner 
at the Brookline 35-yard line. An ex- 
change of kicks put Brookline on 
its own in. Peraner circled the 
Newton left end for a 23-yard 
gain, bringing the ball to the 
Newton 37. Two plays made no gain, 
so Lawler tossed a thirty-yard tor- 
ward pass over Bill Daniels’ head, 
but the receiver obligingly dropped 
the ball. Lawler kicked to MacLeod 
at the Newton 20. and Allan Smith 
kicked outside at mid-field shortly 
after. Red Dolan and Paul Forte re- 
placed MacLeod and Smith in the 
Newton hackfield. The remainder of 
the period was spent inside Newton’s 
35-yard line and the half ended with 
the hall at the two 25-yard lines. 
Ralph “Sax” Salvucci, first string end, 
was carried ofi* the field just before 
the half ended. 

Newton Misses Scoring Chances 

Koffman kicked off for Newton from 
the west end of the field, his short 
kick coming back to the Brookline 45- 
vard line. Several punts interspersed 
with a number of incomplete laterals, 
passes and fumbles gave Brookline the 
hall near midfield after several min- 
utes of play. Peraner was stopped 
by Packard for no gain. Newton got 
a fine break as Savignano gathered in 
Lawler’s forward pass at midfield and 
galloped twenty yards before he was 
thrown hy Peraner. Savignano made 
a first down in three tries at the 
line, carrying to the 18-yard line. At 
this point the Newton attack lost 
whatever imagination it had. losing 
the hall on downs as Rod Dolan and 
Savvy hacked at the Brookline 
tackles. But a brace of end runs 
failed to gain for Brookline, and Law- 
ler kicked out to the Brookline 40, 
where Newton again took possession.

able to do this as well as other 
states are now doing It. 

Mr. Lultwieler decried the idea that 
there would be a saving in tlie cost 
of government: for Instance, members 
of the court would be quick to raise 
their salury for the biennial session 
enough to approximate the same in- 
come as they now receive. Of greater 
importance, however, would be the 
abridgement of the ancient right of 
full and free petition, which is now 
preserved in Massachusetts alone. 
Here no bill can be pocketed by an 
official or a committee: every one 
must be considered. In this way, our 
State government is truly representa- 
tive and close to the people. A more 
practical way of reducing the amount 
of legislation under consideration 
would be to require the deposit of a 
small fee with every bill introduced, 
thereby eliminating some of the more 
frivolous. The argument about the 
cost of government is not always a 
sincere one: for example, one of the 
tax payers associations is strongly fa- 
voring biennial sessions on the econ- 
omy basis, but this same group re- 
fused to take any stand against the 
recent “48-Hour” bill which shortened 
the hours of employees in state in- 
stitutions and added to the numbers 
on the payrolls by some 100 persons. 
The association appeared to feel that 
the number of employees involved in 
this bill was so great that they could- 
n’t afford to risk the alienation of 
some of that support even to save the 
State about $1,800,000 a year. As a 
matter of fact, the cost of government 
in Massachusetts is not so ftigb after 
all: the percent of increase is among 
the smallest: and we. as a State, have 
already burdened ourselves with many 
improvements in the protection of life 
and property, in better transportation, 
better education, etc., which other 
states are just now approaching.

At the meeting of the Newton 
School Committee on Monday night 
Supt. of Schools Warren gave the in- 
formation that all teachers in the 
Newton Public Schools have signed 
the oath pledging allegiance to the 
Constitution, as required by act of 
the last Legislature. Some of the 
members of the committee stated 
their homes had been visited by 
members of the “Witnesses of Jeho- 
vah” sect and leaflets left which con- 
tain articles defending the refusal of 
this sect’s adherents to salute the 
flag and take oaths. 

A sabbatical leave from Sept. 1936 
to Feh. 1937 was granted to F. J. 
Hussey, a teacher in Newton High 
School, so that he can study in a 
western college. Leaves of absence 
from Jan. 1 to June 30, 1936 were 
granted to Genevieve Doran of the 
Franklin School and Susan Doran of 
the Day School, sisters. 

Supt. Warren told the committee 
that all teachers and other employ- 
ees in the Newton public school con- 
tributed promptly to the Newton 
Community Chest: the per capita con- 
tribution averaged $11.18, the highest 
average for teachers in New Eng- 
land. Director Forbes of the Newton 
Trade School said that 60% of re- 
cent graduates of the school have ob- 
tained permanent positions.

ness the growth of Newton from 1914 
1929. From 1918-1 92S valuations due 
to new construction doubled and yet 
the tax rate remained continuously 
among the lowest of all the cities in 
Massachusetts. It was. moreover, an 
absolutely honest rate reflecting at all 
times the expenditures, as any tax 
rate should do.

its spirit and community feeling. He 
said be has become a thorough New- 
tonite, knows Newton and intends to 
live here the rest of his life. Answer- 
ing the charge that he has no previous 
experience in municipal government. 
Mr. Needham said that this same criti- 
cism could have been applied to Hr. 
Childs when he first became Mayor. 
He referred to his service as Commis- 
sioner of Public Safety, when he had 
to assume control of a department torn 
by lack of morale and hostile. He 
said the experience he has acquired in 
handling large numbers of men and 
hig budgets qualify him to serve as 
the executive of the city of Newton. 

General Needham said he has no 
intention of turning the police and 
fire departments upside down, as has 
been rumored. He commented that 
he has had large forces of men under 
him in the army, militia and State 
Police, and he can refer anyone to 
them for testimony as to how he 
treated them, and as evidence of what 
treatment the city employees of New- 
ton can expect from him. He said 
he realizes that the welfare and un- 
employment problems will continue 
to be with us for sometime to come, 
and he gave assurance that he will 
meet these problems with sympathy 
and with fairness toward all.

Answering the charge that he did 
not show interest in Newton schools, 
Childs referred to the many new 
schools which were built during his 
administration. He also said he had 
not attempted to inject politics into 
Newton schools. He commented that 
the sewers built during his term did 
not collapse as did a sewer built re- 
cently in Newton. He also said that 
when he retired from office Newton 
had a surplus of over $500,000. 

Alderman Sydney Holden said he is 
qualified to serve as Mayor after six 
years’ experience as an Alderman dur- 
ing depression years in which he was 
a factor in reducing Newton’s tax 
rates. Holden said if elected Mayor 
he will endeavor to give the Welfare 
Department sufficient investigators so 
that deserving persons in need will 
receive proper assistance, and those 
who are not deserving can be culled 
out. He asserted that whoever is 
elected Mayor will face the probability 
of an increased tax rate because of 
the fact that last year the city bor- 
rowed $150,000 on tax titles so that 
the tax rate could be reduced 90 cents; 
this loan must be rapaid during the 
coming year. He favors more improve- 
ments on streets and sidewalks in the 
city; needed parking spaces in our 
business districts; the giving of city 
jobs to Newton men and women in- 
stead of outsiders getting these posi- 
tions; playground supervision after 
the schools open in September, and 
regular employment for city laborers. 
Mr. Holden told of his successful fight 
against the expenditure of $11,000 of 
the taxpayers’ money to improve Itum- 
ford avenue, a street near the Wal- 
tham line on which there are no 
houses. 

General Needham was given a laud- 
atory introduction by Mr. Proctor, 
who referred to the candidate’s excel- 
lent war record. Mr. Needham told 
of the fact that as a poor boy he had 
to start from scratch to obtain his 
education at Harvard College and Law- 
School. Commenting on the criticism 
that he is a comparative newcomer 
to Newton. Mr. Needham said he has 
lived in tills city for 12 years, and 
unlike those who were born here, he 
voluntarily selected Newton as his 
place of residence, and has acquired

Mrs. Amos R. Wells reviewed “Mar- 
tha Berry" by T. Byers, giving the 
story of her life and work among 
the mountain folk in Northern Geor- 
gia. She described how, as a young 
girl, Martha wanted to go to school 
in a log cabin as the poor children 
had to. so her father built one on the 
home-ground and provided the best 
teachers for his children. One Sun- 
day in later years she took three lit- 
tle boys into the cabin and told them 
bible stories. The next Sunday more 
came so dirty that she gave them a 
lesson in cleanliness. From this small 
beginning the Berry Schools at ML 
Berry, Georgia, grew. Tlie purpose 
of her life work is to provide a way 
for poor, but deserving, boys and girls 
of the South Appalachian Mountains 
to find educational advantages, when 
all other doors are closed to them. 
The only requirement for entrance is 
poverty. There is a school for hoys; 
one for girls; and a college of high 
standing. The tuition Is twenty-five 
dollars a year. There are one thou- 
sand students, with a waiting list of 
five thousand, which shows how great 
is the need and the worth of this 
fine work. They have had small gifts 
and some fine buildings, but no en- 
dowments, so that It is necesasry to 
raise one hundred thousand dollars 
each year. 

Miss Berry has given generously of 
her strength, time, money, and land. 
She says, “Only the Heavenly Father 
knows the hardship and privation 
we have known in this school. We 
have to trust God and our friends.” 

’’Samuel Gridley Howe,” by Laura 
Richards, was cleverly sketched by 
Miss Margaret Haskell. She showed 
him to be a loving, fun-making friend. 
He was greatly interested in the 
work of Horace Mann, the Perkins In- 
stitute for the Blind, prison reform 
and reform schools, handicapped chil- 
dren, the blind and feeble-minded, 
and abolition of slavery. His home 
was a meeting place for a distin- 
guished group working for the good 

of others. He was greatly devot'd to 
tho'se in need. 

Miss Eleanor Pinkham told of the 
life of Thomas M. Osborne, as given 
in “There Is No Truce,” by Cham- 
berlain. She brought out that Mr. 
Osborne was a crusading reformer of 
prisons. Music was his great relax- 
ation. He enjoyed impersonating dif- 
ferent characters and in order to un- 
derstand the psychology of the pris- 
oner in his cell, he impersonated one, 
doing the same work, even to spend- 
ing the regulation time in solitary 
confinement. He was deeply reli- 
gious. He was greatly interested in 
prison reform, believing that prisoners 
could be trained to he good citizens. 
He had charge of prisons in Auburn, 
Sing Sing, and the Naval Prison at 
Portsmouth, New Hampshire. 

Members were advised to read each 
book reviewed so far this year, since 
all are deeply interesting.

Newton Man 
Speaks On 
“Gold Control” 


The Men’s Club of the Belmont 
St. Baptist Church in Belmont held 
its first meeting of the year 
recently. They had as their guest 
speaker Mr. Henry S. C. Cummings 
of Newton Centre who spoke on the 
subject of “Gold Control.” There were 
several thoughts brought out In his 
talk which greatly interested the 
group relating to present economic 
conditions. 

Mr. Cummings has been a close 
observer and student of the Gold Sit- 
uation which mnkes what he has to 
say on this subject of some value, 
particularly when this problem has 
been so much before the public in 
the last several years. The speaker 
favored a Gold “controlled” stan- 
dard which would take Into considera- 
tion not only any standard created 
by Congress but Gold Imports as 
well. He showed figures to prove 
that Commodity prices, stocks, Bonds 
and Industrial Activity had an aver- 
age gain since their lows in March 
1933 of 84% but inasmuch as deval- 
uation had accounted for 40% of this 
gain and the gold accumulation had 
been responsible for a further 43% 
maladjustment — the difference be- 
tween a 53% gain in Gold Stocks and 
a 10% increase in Money in Circu- 
lation this gain represented only 
the natural expectancy as a result of 
this readjustment of monetary fac- 
tors. 

In touching on the unemployment 
situation Mr. Cummings called at- 
tention to the “lag” in Commodity 
prices in relation to Industrial Ac- 
tivity recovery which differences 
equalled the per cent from normal as 
based on the period between 1922 to 
1929 of unemployment. He believes 
that Commodity prices could proper- 
ly rise another 22% which further 
gain would do much to absorb those 
now unemployed. This gain should 
not necessarily he confined to food 
prices as the gain in this respect 
has been normal. The commodities 
as Farm Products have already ad- 
vanced 97%; Textiles 80%; Food 
62% : Fuels 0<>%; Metals 18%; Build- 
ing Materials 14%. and Chemicals 3%. 
Any gains might more properly be 
expected from those groups whose 
gain has been less than 84%. 

Stock prices he indicated had ad- 
vanced 153% from their lows to 
date and were much too high for 
present conditions. On the other 
hand Mr. Cummings believes Bond 
Prices could easily rise another 50% 
if this group were to be brought In 
line with the normal expectancy 
bused on present monetary factors. 
In analysing the present situation it 
was brought out that guins in busi- 
ness as in Commodity prices had 
gained irregularly and unequally. 
For example. Steel Production has 
advanced 346% from its 1933 low; 
auto production is up 92%; Electric 
Power Production up 69% ; Lumber 
Production, 39%: Car Loadings up 
28%; while on the opposite end of 
tills group of gains, statistics show 
that Cotton Cloth production bus ac- 
tually declined 12%. 

Mr. Cummings vigorously de- 
nounced the Government’s policy of 
"open purchases of Gold in foreign 
markets” where these purchases wero 
in excess of legitimate settlement of 
trade balance and believed some neu- 
tral agency should be created to ab- 
sorb surplus balances. He warned 
that the present policy of Gold ab- 
sorption was detrimental to our 
monetary system and if continued 
much longer would leave us holding 
substantially all the world’s stock of 
Gold and Silver which would soon be- 
come relatively worthless and the 
American Taxpayer would wake up 
to find the biggest exploitation on his 
pocketbook ever perpetrated. He 
scored tlie policy of the “favorable 
trade balance" theory as nationalis- 
tic and shortsighted and hoped regu- 
lar balancing of foreign accounts 
would become a requirement us a 
part of a definite foreign policy. 

In summing up, Mr. Cummings be- 
lieved that a more dependable Mon- 
etary Unit, greater encouragement 
to Industry and a balanced budget 
could uli lie realized If more atten- 
tion were directed from Washington 
in establishing u “Gold Controlled 
Standard or System”- -with our sur- 
plus gold stock being segregated and 
put to more constructive use in help- 
ing to reliuhilitute other wmuker cur- 
rencies. The serious maladjustments 


of Gold he felt accounted for the piti- 
ful state of our present economic 
condition and in our country was the 
specific cause of our having made 
absolutely no real gain since the 
hectic days of March 1933 when the 
forces of depression were ravaging 
at their worst.
